Few things more significant 
have happened since the begin- 
ning of the war than the message 
of congratulation from the High 
Commissioner for New Zealand 
to Captain Halsey, on the part 
played by the battle-cruiser New 
land in the North Sea, ‘Such 
events mark a new era in the his- 
tery of the British Empire,"’ ran 
the message. “‘Thus the strong 
young States are taking their 
share in maintaining the integ- 
rity cf the Empire. When the 
war is over these new conditions 
will demand fresh measures.” 
The italics ure ours, to emphasize 
what, there can be little doubt. 
is becoming, if it be not already. 
the prevailing thought in all the 
Dominions. To-day we have 
Mr. Tewis Harcourt, the Colonial 
Secretary, speaking on the same 
theme but from a different point 
of view. He voices the thanks 
of the Mother Country to India 
the Dominions, the Crown colo- 
nies, for their splendid response 
to her need. Farther than that 
he does not appear to go, no 
doubt because the sentiment ex- 
pressed by the High Commi: 
sioner of New Zealand opens up 
too vast 1 subject for a Minister 
of the Crewn to touch upon it 
in Parliament, as a side issue to 
any other theme. But it is be- 
coming ever more certain that 
when the war is over no other 
qnestion for Great Britain will 
compare in importares with the 
ene foreshadowed by the High 
Commissioner for New Zealand. 
We have scen the call from the 
Mother Country to the Domin- 
ions, how splendidly it has been 
met, how trinmphantly Ger- 
manv's belief in the immediate 
disintegration of the British Em- 
pire under the stress of war har 
been refuted. We have yet to 








hear the call of the Do- 
minions to the Mother Country 
and to see how this, in turn, will 
be answered. 


Let us, for one moment, see 
how the British Empire bas come 
to be viewed by (ierman eyes, as 
shown in the late Professor 
Cramb’s extraordinarily __illu- 
minating book. “Germany and 
England.” For the past half 
century, he tells us, the burden 
of thought of all German his- 





torians, which has also grown 
to the thonght of the whole na- 
tion, is this: that “tin the Ger- 





man race the instinct for empire 
is as ancient and as deeply root- 
ed as’it is in the English race. 
‘This empire Germany once pos- 
sessed. centuries before England 
and France fonght “At what 
point in her history did she lose 
it? How can she regain- it? . . 
This is the real driving force in 
German polities, the essential 
thing."’ And thus seeking ever 
towards the realization of — this 
dream of empire, which all her 
tending of history teaches her to 
helieve in as her true destiny. 
Germany finds her path blocked 
in all directions by one nation 
and only one. England, aa Ger- 
man thinkers see her. has oc- 
enpied one-fifth of the entire 
globe, and England, as it seems 
to German observers, is un- 
worthy of the task of administer- 
ing the vast possessions which 
she has accumulated “by craft 
and violence."’ She is growing 
nerveless; her colonies ‘‘already 
shiver with impatience under 








son calls ‘‘decline of animal 
heat:"” Socially, the people 
of Great Britain have been grow- 
ing over-sentimental ; politically, 
they had begun to show the 
same disaste for enlarging the 
frontiers of empire that is seen 
in the later days of Rome. And 
this last feeling was to some ex- 
tent caused by inability or re- 
luctance to realize how the fron- 
tiers of empire might be made, 
were indeed only anxious, to take 
care of themselves. In many ways 
it begins to be realized that this

wards of two million men come 
back to spread through all ranks 
of society the knowledge of 
things as they are. But no les 
son can be more important than 
that the British Empire must be 
set on ® new footing, if it is to 
fulfil the life that is in it, that 
Tmperial Parliament mnst be 
made truly imperial, that the 
sentiment which has led India 
and the Dominions to ponr out 
their resources for the Empire 
must acquire fuller, more coor- 
dinated expression than anv yet 
accorded it. The material and 
feeling are there. It remains to 
weld them into forms so balanced 
and inter-related that one part of 
the Empire shall feel its depend- 
ence on any other as mnch as 
one country in England does on 
another. This is the call of 
the Dominions to the Mother 
Country, and, in spite of Germon 
critics, we have sufficient fnith 


ed :| 9 the vitality of Great Britain 


in politics and society she is rot- 
ten at the core. “England is fail 
ing because she onght to fail. 
She is already straining to the 
utmost. This she betrays by her 
pleadings with Germany to dis- 
arm.”’

The weak- 
nesses of several allies operating 
in the field are often very ap- 
parent; but so far in the present 
campgign the Tripls Entente has 
much reason for satisfaction. When 
Germany broke loose and as: 
France, Belgium, Russia and th:n 
Great Britain, the latter had to 
defend commerce and help France 
to keep the invader out of her 
capital while th: two rendered such 
aid as was possible to Belgium.

ALLIED SUCCESSES IN WESTERN THEATRE. 


SATURDAY. 
GERMAN OFFENSIVE 
BROKEN. 





Through Reuter's Agency. 
Paris, Jan. 21. 

‘There have been artillery duels 
from the North Sea to the Lys, also 
south of the Somme and on the 
Aisne, where we silenced the 
enemy's batteries. : 

North of Massiges our artillery 
had the advantage. 

East of Reims we demolished some 
German works, obliged the enemy 
to evacuate their trenches and 
aused an explosion in an ammuni- 
tion depét. We captured, by a 
surprise attack, three of the enemy's 
posts north-west of Beau Sejour and 
installed ourselves in them.

North-west of Pont-a-Mousson, in

THE RETREAT OF THE 





The official communiqué 
this evening says:— 

The enemy, violently bombarded 
our positions north of Notre Dame 
de Lorette, then, at five in the 
morning, delivered a fresh attack 
which was instantly checked. 

In the Champagne we occupied 
two little woods north of a farm at 
Beau Sejour. The enemy made a 
counter-attack but were unsuccess- 


ful. 

Tn the Argonne the Germans es- 
sayed a serious attack on the salient 
of our line near St. Hubert. . The 
violent bombardment wrecked our’ 
trenches. Then the Germans rush- 
ed to the attack, but wore reru'sed 
by our infantry and artillery fire. 











Fighting continues at Hartmanns 
and Weilerkoff. 
London, Jan. 21. 
A French official Note emphasizes 
that the Allies’ general progress, 
which, at certain points, is very ap-) 
preciable, has indeed been general, 
and that the retreat of the Germans, 
except north-east of Soissons, can 
be affirmed. The Allies need’ only 
to prepare with untiring patience in 
order to obtain complete success. 
The German offensive is broken 
and the enemy's defensive will be 
broken in turn. 











RUSSIAN GUNS IN 
POLAND. 


FURTHER ADVANCE 
BUKHOVINA. 
Petrograd, Jan. 21. 

The official communiqué issued 
to-day states: 

We are keeping in contact with 
the enemy in the region of Mlawa. 
His attempts to penetrate our line 
have failed. We took the offensive 
at Skemp, which the Germans bur- 
riedly evacuated. 

On nearly the whole of the Brura- 
Ravka front there was an artillery 
and rifle duel. Our artillery wan 
a match for the Germans and 
silenced several batteries. 

We carried Vorokhta, in Bukhovina, 
and defeated an attempted offensive 
in the region of aba, taking 
some prisoners.

THE AIRSHIP RAID ON 
ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 90. 

The airship raid on the East 
Anglian coast was probably carri- 
ed out by Zeppelins and, possibly, 
other air-craft, which separated at 
the village of Lunton and dropped 
bombs at Yarmouth, Kings Lynn, 
Sandringham, Sheringham, Bnet. 
tisham, Deringham and Beeston; 
all ‘unfortified places. The 
material damage done was not 
great. Two women, two men and 
8 boy were killed. Tho number of 
people injured has not yet been 
ascertained. 

The news of this attack on un- 
defended places is reported to 
have caused the wildest delight 
aod satisfaction throughout Ger! 
many.

In the Argonnes the Germans 
have taken some of the enemy's 
trenches; we gained 600 metres of 
ground there during the last few 
days. 

‘At a certain place in the forests 
north of Sennheim the German at- 
tack has made good progress. We 
have taken Hirzstein and have oxp- 
tured two officers and forty Chas- 
seurs Alpines.

A British cavalry 
attack near Korna, which was sup- 
ported by a gunboat, failed. The 
British had heavy losses. The gun- 
boat was forced to retreat. 

The wellknown Russian party 
Yeader M. Markoff hs admitted hav- 
ing said that an alliance with Ger- 
many would fit Russia better than 
one with Great Britain as millions 
of Russians are of German descent 
and Russix is very much indebted 
to Germany. 

The Russian offensive at Rad- 
sanovo, Bjeshun and Serpez, which 
was mentioned in an official bul- 
letin on Tuesday. anpears to have 
been a part of the continuation of 
the offensive already reported at the 
first-named place. The Russians seem 
to have been strengthened in this| in 
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region and to have gone ahead in 
an extended front either directed 
northward towerds the east Prus- 
sian border ér westward against 
Thorn. Their repulse is considered 
as having removed in this region 
any present danger of an invasion 
of Germany by the Russians. 

The local correspondents be- 
lieve that the fighting at Soiseons 
has marked the end of a French 
offen: for some time and that 
the Allies will wait until they are 
strong enough before they resume 
the conflict. 

The. production of pig iron im 
Germany during the month of 
December was 854,000 tons against 
587,000 tons in August Inst. 

On January 18, the anniversary 
of the German Empire, the Emperor 
telegraphed to the Dowager Grand 
Duchess of Baden expressing his 
hope to carry through victoriously 
the fight agsinst the numerous 
enemies, thanks to the unanimity 
and the determination of the Ger- 
man nation. 

The “Journal de Paris”  re- 
rrinte an artic published by a 
French paper in the Ardennes De- 
partment, about the territory which 
is occupied by the Germans. The 
article points out that the Ger- 
mans everywhere organized the 
bringing in of the harvest, dis- 
tribution of foodstuffs, — public 
education and the building of roads. 

The socialist paper ‘“Miinchener 
Post” has published the contente 
of a letter, written by a Russian 
Princess who is related to the 
Tsar. The letter says that Russian 
sristocratic circles estimate the 
Russian losses up t» the end of 
November 600,000 killed and 
1,300,000 wounded and sick. A 
large part of these circles regard 
‘the present war as a calamity for 
Russia. Some relatives of the Tsar 
endeavoured to break the influence 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas. The 
war was decided upon at the visit 
of M. Poincaré, President of 
France, and M. Viviani, the Rus- 
sian Minister to Paris and Count 























Benckendorff, the Russian Minis. 
ter to London, had reported 
favourably on the European 


political constellation. 

The President of the Reichsbank, 
Dr. Havenstein, having been pro- 
moted to tho degree of an Honorary 
Doctor by Bonn University, replied:

With the results of the Munici- 
pal Council elections actually be- 
fore us, it is easy to say that the 
German candidate never stood a 


chance of being returned. But 
the tension of the past two days 
has been severe, and it is a relief 
to know for certain that the allied 
communities have won the fight. 
The danger was always of a split 
vote. How real that danger was, 
is shown by the narrow margin 
between the Russian and Japan- 
ese candidates.

What proportion of these 
are women and children it is 
impossible, without very accurate 
statistics to say, but were the 
total contributed this year to 
work out at £1 a head—not, 
surely, an impossibly large sum 
in the circumstances—and to half 
that, or considerably less than 
half, in subsequent years, the sum 
would be sufficient to build and 
maintain  battle-cruiser.. That 
would be no mean addition to the 
strength of the British Navy, on 
the ability of which to meet all 
emergencies depends the present 
and futnre of the Empire. Before 
the outbreak of war, the Admir- 
alty was frequently criticized for 
concentrating the fleet in home 
waters and for @ tendency to de- 
prive oversea Britons of the com- 
fort and assurance which the pre- 
ence of the White Ensign gives 
them. ‘The Admiralty knew what 
dangers threatened Britain better 
than its critics and the skill with 
which it has bottled up the Ger- 
man fleet has been a splendid re- 
ply to fault-finding. Yet the ex- 
ploits of the Emden have proved 
onclusively how necessary it is 
that, wherever the tnain fleet may 
be concentrated, there should still 
be plenty of ships to spare for the 
uttermost ends of the earth. By 
joining this League Britons can 
help to ensure their existence and 
accordingly we urge every Briton 
not only in Shanghai, but 
throughout China, to do so. 

















THE BATTLE OF THE 
FALKLANDS. 


Jan, 25. 
Telegrams froin Monte Video of 
December 25 throw an extremely 
interesting light on the naval 
battle of the Falkland Islands, 
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from information received from 
the olticers of Vice-Admiral Stur- 
dee's squadron. Not only do we 
get a good view of the battle it- 
self, but some nseful lessons are 
deducible from the fighting. ‘The 
keynote of victory was the com- 
plete success with which the Ger- 
nian intelligence department was 
outwitted. German telegrams 
have pretended that the Scharn- 
horst and the Gneisenan had to 
face a whole fleet of Dread- 
nonghts, as many as six being 
mentioned in one message. Ac- 
tually there were two battle cruis- 
ers, the Tavincible-—which, with 
the Inflexible and Indomital 
built in 1907, ships of 17 
tons, twenty-six knots speed and 
cight 12-in. guns, was the first of 
the Dreadnought’ erniser type— 
and one other not mentioned. The 
rest of the squadron consisted of 
the Canopus, a 12,000 ton battle. 
ship launched as far back as 1897,

THE ETHICS OF 
SPYING. 
Jan, 28. 


When Lody, the Germany 
spy, Was executed in London 
the other day, not a few people 
must have been uncomfortably 
conscious of admiration for him. 
Their discomfort arose from a 
tnental struggle between recog- 
nition of his bravery and dislike 
for the occupation which brought 
him to his end. The latter feel- 
ing is partly traditional, and. 
in so far as it is so, is wort! 
analysing. To what extent is 
one right in regarding the spy 
with the contempt which is 
almost _ invariably lavished on 
him? The question is by no 
means an easy one to answer. 
as anyone will admit who con- 
siders for a moment the accept- 
ed and honourable position held 
in society by the detective or 
the secret service agent. Every- 
body recognizes that both are 
necessary and nobody would 
throw stones at either of them. 
Yet both—the former, perhaps. 
to a greater extent than the: 
Jatter—continually traffic in de- 
eeit. The first thing the detec- 














tive has. like the spy, to do is 
to conceal his identity. Verv 
frequently he is called upon to 
worm his way into a friendship. 
inst as the spy crawls into a 
np. and then to make use of 
the information which has been 
given to him for friends! 
sake. Similarly, the first thine 
the secret service man has to do 
to convince people that there 











is nothing secret about him. In 
fact, the more successfully he 
can’ pose as a pleasant, frank 


nobody with only a modicum of 
intelligence. the more likely he 
is to achieve the purpose for 
which he is employed. Yet 
most people would congratulate 
themselves on being intimately 
acquainted with a leading repre- 
sentative of either of these pro- 
fessions. They would, for ex- 

have no hesitation in 
inviting their friends to meet 
him at dinner. They wonld feel 
rather, that they were ‘‘in the 
swim" because they were able 
to do s0. 

It is clear at the start, then, 
that in end to answer 
the question just raised one must 
distinguish between different 
classes of spies. Perhaps the 
easiest way of doing this is to 
take historical instances. Macky 














is a good one, so is Samuel 
Turner. Macky accompanied 





James II into banishment in 
1688 and then, whilst he was 
still at St. Germains and enjoy- 
ing such comforts as the Jacobite 
Court afforded, transferred his 
service to William IIT. Samuel 
Turner, while thoroughly trusted 
by the United Irishmen, secretly 
visited Lord Downshire in Lon- 
don—mufiled in a cloak and wear- 
ing a slouch hat in true melo- 
dramatic fashion—and offered 
his services to the Government.

set against these names two 
others, those of Major Le Caro 
and McParlan. The — former

Pennsylvania known asthe 
“Molly Maguires."” Obvious 
differences divide these men, 


The first pair were actuated en- 
tirely by personal motives. ‘They 
spied for profit only and with no 
desire to help anybody or any- 
thing bnt themselves. The 
second pair spied for a cause 
and rendered great services to 
the State in the process. It is 
true that all four indulged in de- 
veit of the most harefaced kind 
Major Le Caron actually went 
so far as to take Fenian oaths; 
in other words, in the presence 
of men who trnsted him, he 
swore by all that men hold sered 
that he would be worthy of the 
trust. Yet it is quite impossible 
to put all four men in the same 
class. 


The fact helps us very con- 
siderably for it furnishes us with 
the all important test of motive 
by which to judge whether a 
spy is contemptible or not, It 
is because his motive is sound 
that the military spy, _ though 
shot at sight, is regarded at the 
same time as a brave and, there- 
fore, as an honourable — man. 
Lody was just as deserving of 
resnect as the ordinary German 
soldier who dies fighting in the 
trenches. Yet motive alone is 
not an all-sufficient test: the end 
does not always justify the means. 
The fact that a man is a spv does 
not entitle him to break all the 
rules of the game. What con- 
stitutes the difference between * 
man like Lody, men like Ahlers 
and many others who, in spite of 
having adopted British nations! 
ity, have shown themselves pre- 
pared to serve the country of 
their origin at a time like this? 
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Surely the fact that the one 
played the game in accordance 
with the recognized rules and 
the others have not. It may be 
urged that it is no worse to a 
through the artificial process of 
becoming nationalized by adoption 
and then to betray one’s adopted 
country than to take the oaths 
of a society and then to break 
them. There is, however, this 
difference that whereas Major Le 
‘Caron got nothing out of being 
a Fenian, Germans who have 
adopted a foreign nationality have 
got practically all they have 
in life out of the change. That 
difference, we admit, does not 
dispose entirely of the question, 
for a member of one nationality 
might become a member of an- 
other for no personal advantage 
but only to forward the interests 
of his own country. But it 
gives us a fairly safe sentimental 
criterion, namelv that a man is 
breaking the rules of the game 
in spying when he takes a course 
‘of action which average, educat- 
ed instinct feels to be unfair,

‘The Changing Consul. 

One of the permanent institutions 
we hay in Ningpo is a British 
Consulate. At the same time, one 
of the most uncertain things in the 
whole community is a British Con- 
sul. There have been so many 
changes within the last three or four 
years that it is not safe to attempt 
to state the exact number, for fear 
that some of them might’ not b= 
mentioned. 

However, a few weeks before 
Christmas, a permanent Consul 
came to live among us, and we were 
all rejoicing in the fact—even peo- 
ple who are not British subjects 
at all rejoiced with the rest. Now 
we learn that this permanent in- 
cumbent of this great institution ix 
to live in Shanghai; and that the 
affairs of the Consulate in Ningpo 
are to be administered from there. 
Be that as it may, we will still have 
the Consulate left: with the Con- 
stable, Post Office, ete. 


The Happy Port Doctor. 

Perhaps many of the readers of 
China papers know what a “Port 
Doctor’ is; but for the benefit of 
any who do not know, it may be a 
gvod thing to give afew words of 
explanation. We have such an office 
in Ningpo; though the one who fills 
the office is not a bit more of a 
permanency than he of the British 
Consulate. The office is always 
filled by a physician, though Dr. 
J. 8. Grant, of the American Bap- 
tist Mission, has stood in the breach 
for several years, dividing his time 
between the “Settlement” and his 
hospital. Dr. B. Score Browne 
helped him out for about a year, 
till he went back to England to offer 
his services at the front during this 
terrible war. Some weeks ago, 
however, we were pleased to wel- 
come to our community Dr. Edmund 
George Sugg, who left a good prac- 
tice in Chicago, Illinois, to become 
the “Port Doctor” in Ningpo. It 
does one good to see what strides 
he taking in getting hold of the 
Ningpo colloquial, And he is sure- 
ly finding work enough to do. 

But I promised to tell what a 
“Port Doctor" is like. He is paid 
for keeping one well: and not as 
ordinary physicians are paid. If 
you are sick he is bound to come to 
see you. But if you are not sick at 
all he can’t make acharge against 
you if he happens to call. He 
calls to see one whether he is called 
or not. You pay him just as much 
when you are well as you do when 
vou are ill. It is a most happy 
arrangement. It is a wonder to me, 
now that T know what the benefits 
ef such an arrangement are, that 
this plan is not more universal. It 
better for the doctor: and it is 
better for the patients. One can plan 
things more easily when he knows 
‘actly what his doctor's bill is. te 
+ and the doctor is more apt to

CHIT-BOOKS AND POST. 

Complaint was made yesterday Ly 
one of our correspondents of the 
manner in which the Chinese Post 
Office deals with chit-books in which 
@ number of letters are sent for 
Posting at one time. Believing that 
some of these letters went astray, 
the correspondent deliberately en- 
tered a different number in the 
chit-book to that of the letters 
actually sent, notwithstanding which 
the chit-book received the Post 
Office chop as if both numbers, 
agreed. The Post Office reply is 
that it takes no responsibility for 
the number of letters sent. its chop 
merely signifying that the coolie 
has been to the office: and on i 
quiry we confess we think this atti. 
tude fair. The permission given to 
the public to send letters to the 
Post Office by chit-book is not 
known in other countries, and it is 
impossible for the clerks to count 
all the letters received in this man- 
ner, of which there may be as many 
as a thousand in a single batch. 
Certainly if the Post Office did try 
to count all the letters while the 
coolie waited, delays would ensuc 
that would cause more grievance 
than that voiced by yesterday's cor- 
respondent. 





GERMANY TO BELGIUM. 


The list of German proclamations 
issued directly after the invasion of 
Belgium which we publish to-day 
deserves study in spite of its length. 
The object for which the Belgian 
Commission of Inquiry has collect- 
ed this list is simply to show the 
kind of example set by Germany's 
after which no furth- 
er tale of blood and devastation 
need cause any surprise. Particu- 
lar attention may be directed to the 
contribution of Frs. 3,000,000 exact- 
ed of Wavre, which had to be paid 
in gold; and to the extraordinarily 
ferocious edict of Major Dieckmann, 
dated Grivegnée, September 8. 
After this the laws of Draco, tradi- 
tionally supposed to be written in 
blood, appear as the milkiest of 
milk and water. Two further points 
may be emphasized: the dictum 
that there is no crime more horrible 
than to shoot at a German soldier; 
the insolent statement that Belgium 
has put herself outside the pale of 
civilization by the fact of some of 
her civilians having dared to take 
vengeance for the ruining of their 
homes. But what right had German 
soldiers to be where Belcian civilians 
would have any reason to shoot at 
them? What Power had already 
put herself outside the pale of civil- 
ization by her unprovoked invasion 
of the country she had pledged her- 
self tn protect? One thinks that 
the efforts of German professors 
would be hetter directed in attempt- 
Hing to, dissuade German generals 
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from laying down principles which 
wilt one day su terribly reco on 
their own head.

A VISIT TO THE 
FRENCH GAOL. 


MAKING PIPES FOR THE 
YANGKINGPANG 
Among the many interesting fea- 
tures presented by the activities on 
the Yangkingpang is the one relat- 
ing to the uses which the French 
authorities are making of their pri- 
son labour. A few d 
mentioned that the pipes which are 
being laid down were made by the 
prisoners at Lokawei, and one of 
our representatives spent an inter 
esting hour or so on Wednesday 

seeing the work being done. 
The employment of prisoners in 
the making of material for the 
French Public Works Department 
was begun about three years aj 
and was at once a complete succens. 
A large plot of ground near the gaol 
is naw reserved for them, and 
various kinds of labour are in pro- 
gress, The most extensive work 
just now is that of making the huge 
pipes for use in the Yanekingpang. 
and about eighty men out of the 400 
or so prisoners are constantly en 
zed. Everything is done by hand, 
there being none of the large’ plant 
or machinery which one would na- 
turally expect to see, and the work 
seynently made easy enough 

for any of the men to grasp.

And sot despite urgent. proclama- 
and all the subtle methods 
to the official mind, when pit- 
ted against an obdurate, and reluct- 
ant populace, it would be correct to 
say that but a small proportion of 
deeds in existonce have so far found 
their way into the district yamén. 
For instance in the village from 
which your correspondent. writes, 
perhaps one-fifth only of the local 
documents have been submitted for 
inspection, and exchanged for those 
bearing the official stamp of the Re- 
publican Government. The wily 
villagers in this region are hoping 
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against hope that the Government; 
will hold its hand when a reasonable 
amount has been despatched on its 
perilous way from the district to the 
capital. 

However, the auguries are not 
favourable, judging from the latest. 
proclamation calling upon all the 
Inggards to show their patriotism, 
and obedience to the paternal Gov- 
ernment’s mandate without further 
delay. Those who have all their 
deeds stamped in the local yamén 
before the end of the lunar year will 
only be required to pay at the re- 
gular rate of 1.10 on a deed of pro- 
perty valued at $100. After the 
New Year dawns the impost will be 
doubled, and at subsequent dates! 
quadrupled and even octupled until 
the task is accomplished. 

The villagers are surpris 
under these manifestations of official 
but th» more knowing ones

‘Traps for the Guileless. 

Th+ Chinese villager is nothing if 
not suspicious of all that pertains 
to the yamén. Both his progenitors 
and he himself. have, generally 
speaking, suffered grievously at the 
hands of the district purveyor of| 
“justice” and his myrmidons, and 
the rustic appronchss the unholy: 
precincts with much trepidation in 
spite of his ingrained love for liti- 
gation, It is pitiful in this connex- 
ion to hear of many unsophosticated 
village folk who, rather than leave 
their precious deeds in the hands 
of the official for a few days, while 
they are being copied and restamp- 
ed, actually take to the yamén anti- 
quated and worthless deeds of 
property that may have changed 
owners several times over since they 
were originally registered, _ little 
realizing that sooner or later Neme- 
sis will fall upon their simple heads. 

It is generally known that a vast 
majority of Chinese deeds are un- 
registered, They are called “white” 
deeds. ie. not bearing the “red” 
official stamp. Millions, one might 
hazard, of property owners are thus 
caught in a double trap. They must 
first register the ald “white”? deeds. 
and then have them copied and 
restamped. 

It is therefore, to under- 
stand the eloquent disapproval 
manifested all over ths countryside 
at this comp plan to mal 
the farmer dixgorge his hard-earned 
dollars in support of a government 
which he anathematizes with all 
the forcible vocabulary at his cam- 
mand. Soms predict that the auth: 
orities will never press the land t 
to its utmost limits. The people, 
they say. will rise in rebellion, We 
must wait and see.” 

Landowners’ Evasions. 

For the present many are the 
evasions crrried out by disgruntled 
and deep-scheming landowners. Tt 

















































appears that in this district there 
is a consid-rable number of men 
known a» “Kuang chung,” whose 
business it is to assist the magist-ate 
in the registration of all deeds in- 
volving th: transference of proper- 
ty. As every new official takes up 
office, he supplies each “ Kuan 
Chung” with a roplica of his seal, 
which is stamped upon all title Janis 
submitted to the latter by purchaser 
of land in the sphere allotted to 
him, i.c.. ten or more villages. 

One is assured that blank forms 
for the transfer of land, stampsd 
with the official seal of each succes- 
sive magistrate ar> a valuable com- 
modity at all times, and especial! 
at present whers title deeds are 
subjected to such a close scrutiny 
by the authorities. Blank forms 
bearing the seal of an official who 
held office, say. twenty years ago, 
when the price of land was a third 
or a quarter thy current rate are 
worth a good sun of money to weal- 
thy laidowners, who view with’ 
dismay the prospect of fulfilling the 
now demand for re-registration of 
all their deeds. 

To the simple-minded Westerner, 
brought up in a sterner school of 
morals than that obtaining on the 
plains of Chihli, the reason for the 
above statement may not seem 
clear, but to the peasant farmer of 
this ‘region the opportunity for a 
sharp deal is very patent, and many 
havo already seized it secret 
pleasure and profit.

GERMAN DECEIT 
IN TSINGTAO. 


HOW JAPAN’S CLEMENCY 
WAS ABUSED. 

Sinew the 13th instant domi 
iary searches have been proceeding 
at Tsingtao, which have res:'ted 
in the arrest of 144 Germans, who, 
it is stated, are proved to have 
participat.d in the recent  hostili- 
irs, but, after the surrender of 
the fortress, were allowed to stay 
in the city on the plea that they 
were non-combatants, says the 
“Anahi.” Ninety-one of these have 
been despatched to Japan as. p 
soners of war on board the Miyagi 
Maru. 

A Tsinan despatch to the same 
paper states that many Germans 
are arriving there from Tsingtao, 
having been thrown into a state of 
panic by the domiciliary searches. 

One of the Japanese officers who 
returned from Tsingtao, is quoted 
by the “Asahi’” as stating that the 
Germans at Tsingtao were treated 
with excessive civility by the Ja- 
panese military authorities after 
the capitulation. A considerable 
number of young Germans were 
to be seen walking about the streets 
in civilian dress, they swarmed in 
the hotels, they drank beer and 
played cards, and engaged in other 

ninently peneeful pursuits. ‘The 
Japanese said little but thought a 
lot. However. they allowed those 
who professed to br civilians to 
reopen their offices and continue 
their businesses.

TRADE PROSPECTS AT 
TSINGTAO. 


A CASE OF SUSPENDED 
ANIMATION. 

The “Mainichi” quotes Mr. Sa- 
kata, Director of the Commercial 
Bureau in the Foreign Office, who 
has just returned from a tour of 
inspection in Tsingtao and North 
China, as follows on the prospects 
of Tsingtao :— 

The German method of ad 
stration in Tsingtao was an ideal 
one, and Japan has much to learn 
from it in the administration of 
affairs in her own colonies. ‘The 
foreign trade of Tsingtao before 
the war amounted in value to 
Y.60,000,000 » year. To this sum 
Japan contributed Y.16,000,000 in 
imports and exports. Tsingtao is 
situated most conveniently for 
trade between Japan and North 
China, If Shanghai is the — port 
of China for trade with the w 
Tsingtao will be the commercial 
gate of China for Japan. 

The work of sweeping up the 
floating mines still remains — un. 
completed in the harbour, and the 
Shantung railway trains take two 
days for a journey to Tsinan. 

‘The mine-cleaning may be com- 
pleted by the end of next month, 
but, as the question of the Shantung 
Railway is to be settled after the 
conelusion of peace in Europe, the 
Government hesitates to spend a 
large amount of money on the re- 
pair of the line. Should the rail- 
way fall into the hands of Japan 
together with the right to construct 
a line to connect Tsinan with the 
Peking-Hankow Railway, which 
had been obtained by Germany, the 
commercial influence of Japan at 
Tsingtao would soon spread over 
the whole Shantung province, south 
Chihli, north Honan, and east 
Shansi; Tsingtao in these circum- 
stances would rapidly develop into 
one of the most important — com. 
mercial ports of China. 

Now Honan and Shansi are 
wholly ontside the Japanese com: 
mercial sphere of influence. Should 
the Shantung Railway fall into the 
hands of Japan, the extensive 
market in question would soon be 
brought into the sphere of Japan- 
ese influence. Straw braid and 
peanuts are largely exported from 
Tsingtao to Europe, and the prin- 
cipal "sof imports are cheap 
Japanese sundry goods. Thus 
Tsingtao contains larger potential- 
ities for Japanese trade than 
Tairen, The Japanese merchants 
now at Tsingtao, with the excep- 
tion of the Mitsui, Specie Bank, 
Yuasa Shoten and a few others, 
who had offices there in the time of 
the German occupation, most- 
ly “loafer merchants” empty 
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hands, who have nothing to con. 
tribute to the commercial develop- 
ment of the port. When facilities 
for communication with Tsingtao 
are restored to a normal state, the 
settlement of Japanese merchants 
of good standing and ample means 
must be encouraged. 





RAILWAY MATTERS 
IN SHANSIL. 
SERIOUS PLAGUE 

THE CATTLE.

Taikuhsien, Jan. 19. 

In the autumn of 1911 ‘work was 
proceeding on the railway line that 
is to run from the north to the 
south of Shansi, Some seventy i 
had been graded and the rails laid 
for a few miles. The revolution put 
a stop to all that. Now the Board 
of Communications is reported to be 
taking an interest in Shansi railway 
matters, and to be looking for funds 
to resume work. This line is to 
extend from P’uchow in the south: 
west of the province, through Tai- 
yuanfu, the capital, to Tatung in tho’ 
north, and thence on to Kurihua- 
ch'eng, the great trading centre for 
southern Mongolia, The length of 
the proposed line is 1,600 kilometres, 

On January 15, a curious accident 
occurred on the Chengtai Railway. 
As the up-bound passenger train 
was approaching Niangtzukuan on 
the eastern border of Shansi, a 3rd- 
class carriage near the front of the 
train was discovered to be on fire, 
Sparks from the engine had evi- 
dently ignited the roof. There was 
@ panic among the passengers, but 
fortunately the train pulled into the 
station just in time. 

‘The great central plain of Shansi 
is supplied with coal from mines in 
the Taiyuan and Ch’ingyuan  dis- 
triets. Through the winter months 
hundreds of carts are engaged in 
hauling coal across the plain. The 
principal mines in Taiyuan are 
worked in such a way that the coal 
is hauled to the surface by 
Within the last month an epidemic 
has raged among these cattle, car- 
rying off scores of them. This has 
fected the price of coul, and may 
supply, 
several lar 
cities being dependent upon 
mines The practical thrift of t 
Chinese was seen soon after the 
outbreak of this epidemic, when in 
ny places “beef” was offered for 
sale at a remarkably low price. 


Increased Cost of Living. 

There are many complaints among 
the people as to the increase in 
their taxes. Such necessary articles 
as salt, matches, tobacco, spirits, 
and certain lines of imported goods 
have risen considerably in price 
because of the government  impost. 
Since the first of the year an office 
has been opened in this city for the 





























































taxation of in-and-out-going parcels 
handled by the Post Office. The 
Post Office in this city is the second 
in importance in the province. 
Many wholesale shops, particularly 
those handling silk goods, make 
large use of the Post Office. These 
increased taxes would be paid with 
greater cheerfulness, no doubt, if 
the people were certain where the 
funds all went. 


Robber Bands, 

‘The Shansi people are still feeling 
the effects of the revolution of 
three years ago. In that winter a 
large number of rifles were scatter- 
ed throughout the country districts 
by fleeing soldiers. These have come 
into the hands of banditti in the 
mountain districts, and for these 
three years a harvest of outlawry, 
has followed. The most notorious of 
the bandit chiefs, Ch’en Ts'ai-chang, 
has at one time and another had 
as many as 300 followers. They 
have made their headquarters in 
the difficult mountain districts of 
southern Shansi, Ch'en's band was 
handsomely defeated and scattered 
some months ago, but of late there 
have been rumours of renewed activ- 
ity. Bands of outlaws infest the 
roads, especially about the higher 
mountain passes. Some rather im- 
portant roads, as for example that 
through Kuwo in southern Shansi, 
have been rendered unsafe, Rich 
families have been robbed, and in 
Luanfu in the southeast, cemeteries 
belonging to wealthy families have 
deen desecrated, the graves opened 
and robbed of their treasures, The 
police occasionally engage these 
bandits, not always successfully, 
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but make short work of those who 
are captured. Five were executed 
in Taiyuanfu one day recently. 


Opium Smuggling. 

Not without its relation to the 
above-mentioned outlawry is the 
business of opium smuggling. Bands 
of from five to thirty men, well 
armed and mounted, bring in opium 
from Shensi and Kansu. By keep- 
ing to the less-frequented roads, 
they are reasonably safe from 
attack, the police of the smaller 
cities and the country militia being 
afraid to interfere. This is the or- 
ganized traffic. Men with less en 
tal, or possibly with less courage, 
have resorted to various ingenious 
devices to import the drug. The 
Chinese newspapers told of one such 
genius who put balls of opium 
pigs’ ears! Unfortunately, his ru 
was discovered as he was’ ferrying 
his herd of swine over the Yellow 
River. Another enterprising mor- 
chant concealed packages of opium 
in bales of leaf tohacen, But the 
officials are vigilant and the pri 
of opium rises steadily. ‘This fx 
rather than any desire to “reform, 
is leading to the gradual decrease 
of opium smoking.

‘Motive for the Crime. —

poles, was lying on the counter, 
covered in blood, and it is ¢ resumed 
that this was one of the blunt 
struments used for the deeds, whilst 
near it wasa half emptied giess of 
vodka. The murderers entered the 
premises by the back door, passing 
throngh the courtyard behind the 
building, leaving their footprints on 
the snow. Beyond these and the 
bracket there are at present no 
other clues. 

The cold-blooded manner in which 
the family were one by one done to 
death makes one conclude that the 
perpetrators were fully acquainted 
with the surroundings and de- 
Hiberately planned everything be- 
forehand. The murders must have 





been carried out rapidly and noise- 
lessly for no one to be disturbed 
whilst the gruesome work was pro- 
gressing. 

Robbery was the cause of - the 
crime, but the actual spoil secured 
could not have been a very large 
sum as the sole means of support. 
to the large family was this small 
grocery store, the actual daily turn” 
over of which was comparatively a 
small sum. The family only arrived 
in Harbin last summer and appear to 
have but # small circle of friends. 


The Vodka Temptation. 

A married daughter living at 
Manchouli and another son working 
vn the Siberian gold mines have 
been notified about the crime. It 
is unlikely, however, that they can 
help the police in any way. So far 
there have been no arrests and as 
the police have so little to go on, it 
is doubtful if they will. succeed in 
running these arch-criminals to 
earth—so thoroughly did they com- 
plete their work. 

It is said that, during the period 
the sale of alcohol was totally pro- 
hibited, —droshky 
soldiers used to have their " 
supplied by the storekeeper. Cus- 
tomers coming in by the back door 
had vodka and other drinkables 
served to them to their bh 
desire, but at an increased price, in 
the living room. It is possible that 
the apparently roaring business done 
in this illicit trading excited the 
passions of some of these customers

They had little or no fear of the 
police for it is public property that 
the perpetrators of all murders in 
the last year or so have never been 
discovered. Thanks to the restri 
tions placed on the Russian Press 
the police remain immune from just 
criticism, which they rightly deserve 
and which would lead to drastic 
steps being taken to safeguard the 
public against ill-doers. 

It must be admitted that outrages 
by desperadoes are on the decrease, 
but this is hardly due to police

Who can wonder, after such 
Publications about murders, arson, 
Wilagiog, destructions committed 
everywhere, that the German army 
met with resistance ? 

If a German corps on patrol 
when entering a village is received 
hy shots from soldiers belonging 
to regular troops who afterwards 
are dbliged to fall back, — the 
population is declared to be res. 
pon-ible for it; civilians are accus- 
ed of having fired or helped in the 
defence and without inquiry the 
locality is handed over to pillaging 
and burning and part of its in- 
habitants are massacred. 

The Commission of Inquiry 
Pointed this out in its report of 
September 10.

RUSSIA’S STRUGGLE 
WITH TURKEY. 


TURKISH PLANS TO TAKE 





The operati Turkish 
army in the Caucasus during De- 
cember are the subject of an inter- 
esting review by the military critic 
of the “ova Fremya.” The writ- 
er observes that the whole of the 
Turkish forces were concentrated in 
Erzeroum, three army corps advane- 
ing to Sarykamish, Koprikuy and 
Hassankala from Erzeroum taking 
positions on the upper bank of the 
river Araks between Horasan amt 
Koprikuy. Another army corps ad- 
vanced to the valley of Alti, in com- 
mand of a German officer, General 
Poselt Pasha, and a reserve of two 
or three divisions lying between 
Hassankala and Erzeroum. 

On December 99, the 9th and 10th 
army corps concentrated near Sary 
kamish with the object of cutting 
off a Russian force at Kars. the 
most powerful of the Russian for- 





tresses on the Caucasian frontier. 
In addition to these operations, the 
Tarks concentrated another force in 
the valley of Chorok, twenty-five or 
thirty jiles from Ardagan, these 
troops being drawn from Constan- 
tino; and having for their object 
the investment of Kars from the 
rear. This was en exceedingly 
daring move, being made without 
venr> commut tion with Ezeroum 
and without assurance of supplies, 
but it was necessitated in order to 
check or prevent Russian troops 
uring towards the western front 
from the Caucasus and Turkestan. 


A Mad Mancuvre. 

in order to divert thesé 
Russian reinforcements. the Turkish 
leaders were prepared to go to any 
They even took the risk 
of advancing their troops to the 
Caucasian frontier without properly 
equipping them with artillery, and 
they were short of boots, clothing, 
and medical supplies. The whole 
movement was a pure adventure, 
leaving no loophole for’retreat in 
case of defeat. Before this advance 
the Russian forces retreated until 
they had drawn the Turks a con- 
riderable distance from their base 
and they did so apparently relying 
upon receiving support in the mat- 
ter of sup) from the Mussulman 
population of the province of Ba- 
toum, 

The Constantinople force occupy- 
ing Ardagan was defeated after hav- 
ing occupied that town a few day 
the battle fought being so sanguin- 
ary that very few prisoners were 
taken, The career of the 9th, 10th, 
and 11th corps was equally, dis- 
astrous, They were successively 
outflanked on the road to Alti and 
received a crushing defeat before 
reserves from Ezeronm could be 
brought up. Arti'lery and a quan- 
tity of munitions and provisions 
were taken, The whole plan of this 
campaign disclosed an absolute lack 
of humane consideration for their 
men on the part of the Turko- 
German leaders, the best troops 
being sacrificed merely for the pur- 
pose of delaying operations in 
Poland for a few weeks. 


Significance of the Plan. 

But it is significant, the writer 
continues, when considered in con- 
nexion with the campaign in the 
western theatre of war. The total 
losses of the Prussian army official: 
ly announced np to the end of De- 
combrr were 753,200, of the Bavar- 
inn army 750,000, and the Saxon and 
Waurtemburg army £00,000. Com: 
pared with the Prussian army, the 
losses sustained by the other’ two 
armies are altogether out of | pro- 
nortion to their relative peace 
strength, and it can only be con- 
cluded that the Bavarians, Saxons, 
and Wurtembergers have been sent 
the most dangerous positions, 

in. Servia and before 
where odds against them 
were as one to three, the Prussian 
troops being largely reserved for the 
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defence of Germany against inva- 
sion. The appointment of a new 
war minister and chief of staff sug- 
gests to the writer that the part 
being played by Prussia is beginning 
to be understood and that the posi- 
tion is not without gravity from the 
Point of view of the other states. 


The Campaign in East Prussia. 

The same writer, in an article pub- 
lished on January’ 14, says that the 
process of capturing the strongly 
fortified positions held by the Ger- 
mans in East Prussia must neces- 
sarily be slow, in order to avoid the 





unnecessary sacrifice involved in 
direct attack. A move of first im- 
Portance will be the capture of 


Angerburg on the Macur lakes. 
There are three lines which the Rus- 
sians must oceupy: one, about seven 
miles from Angerburg in the defile 
between Stringeln-Schwenzan caves 
near Ogonken; two, the military 
road to the east betwern Possessern 
and Angerburg, near Griinenberg 
and three. another line to the south 
east of this position. All three posi- 
tions are well linked up, and can 
best be approached by sapping, 
difficult. operation now that the 
ground is frozen hard. But they 
must be captured before an advance 
can be made. 











EDUCATION IN 
SHANGHAI. 


CRITICISMS BY A TRAVELLED

“Home-keeping youths have ever 


homely wits.” “Numbers, not of, 
Chinese blood, have nevertheless 
been born in Shanghai, and reared 





there—others were born in high 
Intitudes and nearer the meridian 
of Greenwich, but their sole ac- 
quaintance is with the land of their 
birth and this land of their adop- 
tion. “What know they of England, 
who only England know?” And, 
moreover, what know they of educa- 
tion who only know what they re- 
member of their own school and 
college days in England and what 
they have learnt in some years of 
Shanghai? A little friendly critic- 
ism from one acquainted with sever- 
al Shanghai schools, and also with 
the educational system of the lead- 
ing British colonies and of the Unit- 
ed States may not be altogether 
useless. 


Bondage to Old Time. 

First, then, one is struck by 
BShanghai’s bondage to the Oxford 
and Cambridge Local Examinations, 
Every State under the Btnrs and 
Stripes, every province in Canada, 
every State in Australia, and the 
little Dominion of New Zealand, 
has devised s code of education of 
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its own, with superintendents and 
inspectors, of its own, and train- 
ing schools, examinations and certi- 
ficates suited for its local needs. 
Canada with its numerous French 
citizens allows French to be taught 
in its elementary schools; New 
Zealand teaches no language 
but English, but has excel- 
lent courses in the elements 
of agriculture; the United States, 
admitting yearly thousands of im- 
migrants from the less free nations 
of Europe, has added Civics to its 
history course with a view to the 





special training of her future 
citizens, 
fany of our boys and some of our 


girls may be compelled to find a 
livelihood in English-speaking coun- 
tries much nearer than England; 
even here in Shanghai it is no un- 
common thing to meet Australians 
and Americana Yet our system of 
education is so backward, that we 
are not preparing our youth for 
such competition. The Oxford and 
Cambridge examinations —_ bear 
names dear to the Englishman; 
they have the advantage (such as it’ 
is) of being long-established and 
fairly widespread (though the writer 
has yet to trace them in America 








or Australasia); but their only real | yy 


uso is to that infinitesimal fraction 
of the youth of Shanghai which has 
any chance of going home to Eng 
land, and, when there, of entering 
on professional courses of study 
which excuse certain preliminary 
examinations to the holders of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge Local certi- 
ficates. It ia surely absurd ta find 
not only British but Portuguese, 
Freach and Jewish children, whose 
life will lie on Pacific shores, bound 
by the educational ideas of a set of 
dons in two of the most medieval 
universities in Europe It ia highly 
questionable whether such learned 
dons realize even the needs of 
English children, and of late years 
the better English schools have 
more and more abandoned these 
examinations. 


Excitement of Examinations, 

All examinations tend to  over- 
excite the mind and over-work the 
body, and if this is undesirable in 
a bracing climate, it is all the more 
so in the humid and  semi-tropi- 
cal climate of Shanghai. At 
the same time _leaving-certificates 
have a commercial value, and a 
system of annual examinations held 
by the head of a school and his (or 
her) assistants and seconded by a 
visit from an inspector, has been 
found useful in our go-ahead colon- 
ies, which are preparing future 
citizens, agriculturists and wage- 
carers. Surely we have enough 
talent in Shanghai to be able to 
produce » Board of Inspection, 
which could arrange to examine 
schools or candidates, and devise a 
system more suited to the needs of 
this particular community. 

How utterly absurd it is to find 
the children of French, Portuguese, 
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Russian and Jewish parents—to say 
nothing of Chinese—wrestling with 
the intricacies of the Englih langu- 
age, especially in the difficult pages 
of Shakespeare! How many of 
the Britous of Shanghai have any 
more acquaintance with Shake- 
speare, than they have derived from 
seeing Irving in Macbeth? Yet they 
read and write and speak good 
English The finer details of 
“grammar” are almost untaught 
in the excellent elementary schools 
of America and Australia; yet ex- 
celleat English composition is pro- 
duced by the older children, 


Dollars versus Pounds, 

To turn to arithmetic, We are 
presented with the absurdity that 
we live in a dollar and cent country, 
but that our children spend practic. 
ally all their time in working out 
problems in English money which 
they have never seen and probably 
never will see. A few of the better 
educated (or the more wealthy) 
among us may aim at sending our 
children home to the land of £8, d., 








and a few of the more for. 
tunate may have investments 
in that country and be in- 


terested in the exchange between 
sovereigns and Mexican dollars, 
je great majority, however, of 
candidates at our local examina- 
tions will never earn a monthly 
wage exceeding $200 and it is 
infinitely more important, therefore, 
to make them rapid calculators of 
amounts in dollars and cents. One 
has not been struck by the rapidity 
or accuracy of Shanghai-trained 
arithmeticians, compared with those 
of America, 

ith regard especially to the 
sirls, is it fair to apply to a rather 
old-fashioned community where 
women still are given in marriage, 
and the spinster is by no means 
rampant, the education found ne- 
cessary in the settled and much 
feminized lands of Europe and 

ericat| Every doctor knows 
what a heavy tax our girls who be- 
come mothers have to pay in the 
East—yet the years in which they 
might be developing their bodily 
strength, and acquiring the domes- 
tic sciences, which will make them 
real guardians of the health of their 
homes, are spent in useless calcula- 
tiona of poles and furlongs (measu- 
rements unused practically nowa- 
days). In many «schools even 
if hygiene is A subject,” the 
teachers and managers are con- 
stant transgressors against all laws 
of school hygiene. 


Visiting Teacher Specialists, 

One last charge against the 
Shanghai use of the Oxford and 
Cambzidze Local Examinations.

one or two give a slight idea of 
botany to their younger pupils. But 
science is relegated to a small 
fraction of the time-table.

Is it not pos- 
sible, instend of giving the holder 
of a scientific degree a few classes 
in soience and wasting the rest of 
this rare teacher's time on such 
subjects as dictation and writing, 
to let him or her pass from one 
school to another, giving two science 
mornings a week (say) to 
each school! Is it not absurd, too, 
to find Enclish teachers teaching 
French and German in a settlement 
where Frenchmen and Gi 
abound?

THE CONSERVATISM 
OF KUANGSI. 


PROGRESS IN SPITE OF 
ITSELF.

Nanning, Jan. 11 

Nanning, the “last stand” of 
Old China, is slowly capitulating 
to the new forces pressing in on 
every side, It was almost Indicrous 
to watch a reactionary, old fashion 
ed timid community trying to meet 
the modern situation. The immi 
grants from other parts of Chins, 
who have settled here carried it 
along in spite of itself. ‘The situ 
tion reminded me of when Twas 
a boy and I tried to rouse 
brother one morning out of bed— 
a cold sponge proving ineffectual, 
I tore the clothes off, but he would 
not budge, so I dragged the mat 
tress on to the floor, but he still 
clung to it! 


Less Bread More Taxes.

Founding a Foreign Concession. 

Eight years ago Nanning was 
opened asa “Treaty Part"; and 
the Chinese authorities set apart 
a piece of ground outside the city, 
by the riverside, as a “ Foreign 


mn"; no foreigner was to 











build outside its limits or carry 
on trade elsewhere, These regula 
tions could not be enforced. The 


pretentious carriage roads, concrete 
drains, ete., have gradually fallen 
into ruin and decay; and only last 
year was any serious attempt made 
to build on the settlement, 

In 1913, however, when the river 
rose 55 feet and the land was flood 
ed, the floating Customs pontoon 
was towed on to the ground reser 
ved for the Customs and is now 
a permanent fixture there. The 
Customs are also putting up a sub 
stantial brick house for the Com- 
missioner's residence at a cost of 
$20,000, Close to it the 
dard Oil Company are building 
aplace for their men at a cost of 
$17,000, Their godowns are on the 
other side of the river, further up, 
as are also those of ‘the Asiatic 
Petroleum Company. 


Posts and Communications. 

Nanning now rejoices in the 
possession of a European Postmas- 
ter who will be head of his depart- 
ment throughout Kuangsi, He 
lives in an adapted Chinese house 
on the borders of the Settlement 
which was put up by the French 
Roman Catholic Mission as a specu- 
lation, Nanning is the headquarters 
of a French Bishop—there is a 
handsome cathedral, a_ theological 
seminarv and a big staff of priests 
and ters. The other foreign 
missionaries are “Alliance” and 
CMS: and a hospital, entirely 
indenendent. run by Dr. Clift, the 
Customs Surgeon, who had settled 
here before the “opening” of the 
port. 

As regards means of communica 
tion, Nanning is very much up-to: 
date, thanks to the enterprise of 
Mr G Banker. an Anelo 
Chines», who has been a remarkable 
pioneer in opening up this region. 
He started with a fleet. of motor 
boats between Wuchow and Nan 
In the summer these can do 
to Wuchow (340 
miles distant) in about four days; 
in the winter it takes almost as 
long as that for the single trip up 
from Wuchow. Yet T ean remember 
twenty days was 
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considered good time in a house- 
boat for that journey! 


The Pirate Pest. 

Pirates are still a scourage, 
especially on the run from Nanning 
to Poseh, a thriving mart on the 
borders of Yunnan. These scoundrels 
have given up, temporarily, their 
schemes of disguising themselves 
as passengers, and now fire on the 
motor boats from the river banks, 
until the unfortunate boat riddled 
with bullets runs aground, Numbers 
of passengers have met their death 
in this way. 








The province as a whole, however, 
has enjoyed the blessings of peace 
for several years. In former times 
it was a by-word for disorder; and 
some reckoned that at one period 
there had been 100,000 executions 
in Kunngsi. ‘The officinls brought 
peace by the sword; and travelling 
became perfectly safe. Military 
governor Luk was not considered 
by the robbers to be a safe man to 
trifle with ; and it is probably due 
to his recent bad health that there 
has been a recrudescence of trouble. 


The Old Observance, 

Idolatry was abolished by law, 
after the Revolution, much to the 
grief of the Nanning women who 
cling with a pathetic insistance to 
the old forms and superstitions. 
‘Though temples were swept of 
their idols, the Government natur 
ally had nothing better to offer the 
worshippers, and so the old order 
has gradually been creeping back, 
and new images are replacing the 
old. 





Missions have not apparently 
made much impression on Nanning 
nor have the inhabitants in any 
number lost faith in their old and 
barbarous treatment of disease ; but 
all the time the former things are 
being stendily undermined, and 
while our old-fashioned folk may 
cling desperately to venerable insti- 
tions, they know in their heart of 
hearts that the foundations of these 
have gone, never to be rebuilt.

His own 
luty is, he thinks, fulfilled in giv- 
ing her a big house to live in and 
plenty of jewels and fine clothes. 
The ultimate revolt of Lady Har- 
man for the very modest degree of 
liberty she demands, her — partial 
ecess and in many ways real 
failure, are traced with extraor- 
wuccess and inimitable wit; 
Indy herself, who might so 
y have fallen into the conven- 
tional faded submissive slave, is a 














vracious and winning. Nor is Sir 
Tsane Harman himself, the little, 
tyrannical, bourgeois self-made 
nillionaire, altogether beyond our 
pathies.

BRITISH ENTERPRISE IN

ge number of people in

water. Before thes> canals were 
built, there were in the Punjab im 
mense tracts of sandy waste on 
which no green thing but a species 
of cactus would grow on account of 
the very meagre rainfall, which 
averaged in some places barely a 
dozen showers ina year, These 
enormous stretches of territory 
could, therefore, produce or sup- 
port nothing in the way of erops or 
flocks and herds except that ugly 
and vicious but very strong and 
most useful beast, the camel. 


Millions Sterling on Canals. 

After the Indian Mutiny, the Gov 
ernment of India began seriously to 
consider the herculean task of con- 
verting these great doabs from 
sandy wastes into fertile areas 
able of producing enormous crops 
and supporting a large and thriving 
population, and a wonderful and 
gigantic organizarion was thus 
ed into being. The cost of the 
projected canals was estimated at 
many millions of pounds sterling and 
ths surplus revenues of what was in 
those days, perhaps, the poorest 
provinee in India, were utterly in- 
equate to meet th» needs of 
the ease, The Government of 
India solved the difficulty by 
borrowing from the public at 
riginal from 
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rates of interest varying from 3} 
per cent, to 4 per cent. When it 
was understood that these canals 
took from five to ten years to com- 
plete and that during the period of 
construction, and in some cases for 
many years after, the Government 
of India had to pay interest on the 
borrowed capital, it would be 
realized what a ‘heavy financial 
responsibility was incurred. 


The results, however, have 


more than justified the wisdom of 
the policy which has been ‘o lowed. 
One of the most striking results of 
this policy has been to change the 
Punjab from one of the poorest to 
‘one of the richest provinces of the 
Indian Empire,

Populating a Desert. 

In connexion with the building of 
canals in the waste places of the 
Punjab, a very important matter 
was the provision of a sufficient 
population to till the fields the 
canal was designed to bring water 
to. Before the days of organized 
irrigation on a large scale, the 
Punjab had a scanty population, 
and settlers had to be sought from 
tho densely populated provinces of 
India as much as five hundred miles 
distant from the scene of operations, 
Towns and villages had to be built 
all over the aren served by a canal, 
and into these villages a peasant 
population had to be introduced and 
successfully established. It is a 
matter of considerable difficulty to 
induce the peasant class in India 
to leave their place of birth to go 
and settle even a short way from 
home, and therefore an immense 
task confronted the “ Colonization 
Officer” of a new canal in the 
Punjab, in his efforts to bring men, 
women and children from long dis- 
tances, and by thousands, and estab- 
lirh them successfully in. totally 
strange and unaccustomed surround- 
ings, to say nothing of a much more 
rigorous climate. 

The problem was to make these 
i contentedly till the 
virgin soil they were brought to, for 


























without the successful co-operation |i 


of the agricultural labourer, these 
vast undertakings must have result- 
ed in heavy financial loss to the 
Government of India. 


‘The First Breadwinner. 

‘Tho Lower Chenab Canal is the 
largest and most profitable canal in 
the Punjab. It was begun in 1882- 
was completed rapidly, and soon 
bezan to earn revenue, so that by 
1898.99 the net enrnings had cleared 
the whole of the capital onst plus 
the accumulated interest charges to 
that date—a phenmenal result to 
have achieved in the short space of 


sixteen years. The dam across th: 
river was in itself = mighty engi- 
neering feat. About a mile in 
length, it consists of a large number 
of bays fitted with great iron shut- 
ters, The piers aro of great strength 
in order to render the structure saf: 
in such « deep, swift and tremen.t- 
ous volume of water, crossed by an 
serial trolley way. 

The canal is generally on a higner 
level than the surrounding country. 
and the water merely gravitates 
down to the fields on both sides of 
it. In most of the areas served by 
the canals the fields are irrigated 
by flow, but in some parts the water 
has to be lifted on to the fields as 
the land is at a higher level than 
the canal. This is mostly accom. 
plished by a Persian wheel worked 
by a bullock walking round and 
round in a circle with its eyes blind- 
folded. In order that the Engineer 
in charge of the Head Works of a 
canal should have plenty of notice 
of the approach of a flood. a tele- 
phone service is installed which runs 
for many miles up stream, and re- 
gular reports are made by the clerk 
at tho end of the line, giving the 
height of water in the stream. By 
this means it is generally possible 
to avoid any damage by shutting the 
gates of the regulator and opening 
the sluices in the weir and the shut- 
ters of the dam. 


Greater than Thames. 

This canal iy just under 100 yards 
wide at its head, and the discharge 
of water there is greater than that 
of the Thames at London Bride. 
The roar of the water entering the 
canal head can be heard some miles 
away. The maximum discharge of 
the canal now authorized is 10,730 
cubic feet per second. The mai 
mum during the year 1908-09 was 
10,200 cubic feet per second. Along 
tho banks of the canal a road is 
made, and communication is main 
tained with the outside world br 
means of a service of eamels which 
can trot along at quite » consider- 
able pace and keep it up for hours 
without any appearance of fatigue. 
Falls built in the canals to break 
the force of the current are also 
useful for developing water power 
for electric and other purposes.

How Revenue is Collected. 

The main revenue of w canal is 
derived from the occupier’s rates, 
nevt in importance being the owner's 
rates. Owner's rates are, however, 
levied at present on only two of 
the canis of the Punjab, viz., this 
one and the Western Jumna Canal. 





Other sources of revenue are 
“plantations.” “weter power” and 
“navigation.” All other minor 


sources of revenue are classified as 
“Miscellaneous.” Very large sums 
of what is termed “indirect revenue” 
are also credited to the earnings of 
a canal. This indirect revenue is 
mostly a share of the enhanced land 
revenue obtained by the Govern- 
ment in consequence of the opera- 
tion of the canal, On this canal for 
the year 1908-00 the “indirect re- 
venue” amounted to Rs. 1,684,000 
or about 1/5 of the total revenue, 

The lencth of the main line of 
this canal is 40 miles, its branches 
387 miles. and its distributaries 
acanal mile being 
reckoned as 5,000 fect, or 280 feet 
short of a real mile. The Capital 
ontlay to end of 1908-09 was Re. 
28,319,000, the gross receipts for 
that year Rr. 8,436,000, working ex- 
penses Rs. 2,045,000 and the net 
carnings Rs. 6,391,000, which gives 
> return of per cent. on the 
Copital. The interest account dis- 
[closes still more astonishing results. 
‘The aggregate net revenue to the 
ond of that year amounted to Ra. 
59,942,000, the necumulated  inter- 
charges to Rs. 15.593.000, leaving 
1 surplus profit to the Government 
of Rs. 43,649,000. These results 
are truly marvellous. The mean 
that this canal has produced suf- 
ficient net earninzs in the space of 
twenty-six years from the date of 
its commencement to not only mest 
all arrears of interest charges in 
full, but to repay the Capital cost 
more than one and a half times 
over. 


























An Immense Return, 

The commanded area of this 
canal is 2,703,000 acres or about 
two-thirds of the size of Yorkshire, 
aad certain extensions were con 
templated which would increne the 
-ommanded area to about 3,000,000 
acres. The actual net area ir- 
‘ieated was 1,992,000 acres or cone 
siderably more than two-thirds of 
‘he commanded area. An addition- 
1 159,000 acres were irrigated but 
tid not mature. The area under 
vheat was 383.000 acres producing 
a crop valued at Rs. 27,381,000. 
Barley, rice and maize covered 
some 150,000 acres, valued at Re 
4,215,000. The more important mil- 
lets and pulses covered about 
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180,000 acres valued at about Rs. 
3,100,000. Cotton covered 78,000 
acres valued at Rs. 5,343,000; rape 
seed 282,000 acres valued at Rs. 
4,406,000; lucerne grass 90,000 acres 
valued at Rs, 1,337,000 and Sugar- 
cane 41,000 acres valued at Rs. 
3,462,000, 

The total estnated value of the 
‘crops produced on this canal in the 
year was Rs. 52,799,000, and this, 
be it remembered, in an area which 
until the advent of the canal pro- 
duced little or nothing. Wheat 
comprised more than half the total 
value of all the produce, and this 
enormous production has led to a 
very large export trade in wheat 
vid the port of Karachi, the trade 
growing to such proportions ‘hat 
the line of the North-western Rail- 
way on its Karachi Section has had 
to be doubled. Mr. Middleton 
concluded by pointing out that the 
canals had exercised a tremendous 











effect on the political economy of 
the Punjab. 
‘What Canals have Done. 
‘They have introduced a large 
population in tracts formerly de- 
serted, the Governmont bas bene- 


fited by large increases in the land 
revenue, and ruilway activities have 
enormously increased and _bene- 
fited. For example, the North 
Western Railway, a system of some 
5,000 miles in length, was until the 
Ins few years a source of heavy 
loss to the Government, because 
political necessities required — cer- 
tain sections of it to be built 
at great expense, and at o 
period when there was very little 
traffic to help it pay its way. The 
canals have chariged all this, and 
now this tine is producing a hand- 
some surplus profit. Besides all 
this there has been a marked de- 
velopment of trade as witnessed by 
the phenomenal growth of the port 
of Karachi in the last ten years. 
Last but not least we have in the 
areas gerved by the canals a very 
potential safe-guard against that 
terrible scourge, famine, caused by

The actual area irrigai 
ed at the close of March 1909 was 
6,750,000 acres, and with the com- 
pletion of the combined Upper 
Thelum, Upper Chenab and Lower 
Bari Doab Canals, this area has 
been increased to about 9,000,000 
acres. The total capital outlay on 
the cights systems of canals classed 
as “Imperial Productive Works” to 
end of 1908-09 was Rs. 112.802,000, 
the gross earnings Rs. 21,170 000 and 
working expenses Rs. 7,342,000. 
The net earnings were, therefore, 
Rs, 13,828,000 which gave an 
average return of about 12} per cent. 
on the capital cost.

OUR PARIS LEITER, 


ANNIVERSARY OF THE SIEGE 
OF PARIS, 











From Our Own Correspondent, 
Paris, Dec, 12. 

The Government has returned 
from Bordeaux, temporarily, on 
the forty-fourth anniversary of the 
day on which the Government of 
which Gambetta was the leading 
spirit found it necessary to retire 
from Paris to Bordeaux, by’ balloon. 
‘The contrast between the situation 
date in 1870 and 
is highly encourag. 
ing to the French. On December 11, 
1570, Paris had been besieged for 
eighty-three days and there was 
only enough flour for a week's 
supply of bread and about. a 
fortnight’s stock of other pro- 
visions. The bombardment of 
the city was imminent. Mets had 
been surrendered and Rouen, Le 
Mans, Orleans and Dijon were in 
the hands of the Germans. Children 
were dying in hundreds in Paris 
for want of milk and old people for 
lack of fuel. The city was without 
light and the country without hope. 


A Startling Prophecy. 

At present, although no inconsid: 
erable portion of France is in the 
hands of the invader, the French, 
with the help of their Allies, have 
built a wall through which the 
Germans have for months endeav- 
oured in vain to break. The French 
troops are full of confidence, and the 
conviction of eventual victory is 
helping non-combatants to bear the 
burden of grief and privation. 

This psychological factor will no 
doubt go a long way towards decid- 
ing the issue. Alsatians and Lorrain- 
ers are in a good position to esti- 
mate the effects of the war on the 











demonstration of its powers with| French and German peoples, and 
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they believe that when the Germans 
asa whole realize the situation, 
which has hitherto been concealed 
from them by a conspiracy between 
the Government and the Press, they, 
will insist on making the best of a 
bad bargain and stopping the war 
‘at any price, 

The Abbé Wetterlé, the well- 
known representative of Alsace in 
the Reichstag, basing his opinion 
upon the belief that the German 
character counsels surrender to su- 
perior force rather than continued 
resistance for the purpose of “‘saving 
face,” does not hesitate to say that 
the war will be practically over 
within three months. 


Chance to be Faced. 

From the purely military point of 
view there is, of course, no founda- 
tion for such optimism, but there is’ 
always the possibility of additional 
forces being brought to bear on the 
side of the Allies. Every Italian 
fone encounters is persuaded that 
his country will be at war with Aus- 
tria, and presumably Germany al 
before the winter is over. Rumania 
is only awaiting to see which way 
the Bulgarian cat jumps, and, with 
these two additional enemies on her 
hands, Austria will be compelled to 
make peace or leave Germany to 
fight her own battles. . 

‘The French seem quite prepared 
to welcome the co-operation of the 
Japanese army in Europe, the only 
difficulty being to know what com- 
pensation could be given to Japan. 
‘The French are in no humour to 
bother about racial consideratio 
If, they say, the Japanese can help 
us to shorten the war, by all means 
let us make it worth their while. 
‘Why does England, it is asked, ob- 
ject? Japan is her ally, and we may 
be sure that if Germany had had 
Japan on her side, the men from the 
Land of the Rising Sun would have 
been fighting in Europe long ago. 


A Formal Session. 

‘The return of the Government has 
attracted very little attention from 
Parisians. For the time being, they 
have lost interest in politics, The 
war puts all other interests into the 
background. The return, as already 
stated, is only temporary. It is a 
preliminary to the assembling of 
Parliament, which meets on Decem- 
ber 22 to vote supplies and will then 
adjourn until the opening of the 
regular session on the second Tues- 
day in January. A day or two will 
probably be sufficient to finish the 
business this month, as all the con- 
fidential statements of Ministers will 
be made in committee, and then the 
President and his colleagues will 
return to Bordeaux, according to 
present arrangements, which of 
course ht be modified if the 
military situation became still more 
favourable for France. 

‘As things are, however, General 
Joffre prefers to have the Govern- 
ment well out of the way at Bor-

General 
Joffre prefers to have them stay in 
their trenches and, as he expresses 
it, to “nibble” them, eating into 
their line here an there and keeping 
them engaged while the big opera- 
tions are being decided in Poland. 


Theatres and Economies. 

The return of the Government has 
made very little difference to the 
prevailing dullness of Paris. Ex- 
cept on the boulevards, the streets 
are still dimly lighted’ The only 
concession the authorities have made 
towards gaiety is that restaurants 
may keep open until ten o'clock and 
theatres may give performances if 
they are over before eleven. Need- 
less to say, the Intter concession has 
attracted no enthusiasm, seeing that 
there are no public conveyances, ex- 
cept cabs, after ten, and the dark 
and dismal appearance of the streets 
does not tempt people out. 

A few musichalls, however, are 
making heroic efforts to combat the 
prevailing gloom, the Comédie 
Francaise gives Sunday and Thur 
day matinées devoted to such classi- 
cal masterpieces as “Horace” and 
“Le Cid’”"—reserved in normal times 
for audiences of school-girls and 
other young persons—the Onérn 
Comique, gives “La Fille du Régi- 
ment,” “La Vivandibre” ete., and 
there are timid attempts at con- 
certs, so that Paris can no longer 
be said to be a city without music, 

Tam inclined to. think that the 
amusements now provided, few as 














doubt there are thousands of resi 
dents who would welcome relief 
from the daily obsession of war, but 
very few have any money to spend 
on anything except necessaries, 

The temper of the public is to 
hold on grimly, saving every penny, 
in which process the French have 
nothing to learn from anybody. The 
country is spending about thirty 
million francs a day on the war, and 
yet, when the time comes to provide 
the money, I am convinced that, as 
in 1871, there will be a wonderful 
resurrection of “old stockings" and 
hidden hoards.

TWO TYPES OF CIVILIZATION. 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuuna Datty News.” 
Sin,—In his admirable penny 
pamphlet, “Russia” (Oxford 
Press), Prof. Venogradoff, late of 
Moscow, contrasts German and 
Russian civilization. 
What right, he asks 
Germans to speak of 
of culture as superior? Read 
Selma Lagerloef's touching des- 
cription of Russian pilgrims in 
Palestine. She, the Protestant, 
has understood the true signifi- 
cance of the religious impulse which 
leads these poor men to the Holy 
Land. These simple people cling 
to the belief that there is some- 
thing else in God’s world besides 
toil and greed. They flock towards 
the light and find in it the justifica- 





» have the 
their ideals 





tion of their human craving for 
peace and mercy. For the Rus- 
sian people have the Christian 
virtue of patience in suffering. 


Their pity for the poor and the 
oppressed is more than an occas- 
ional manifestation of individual 
feeling—it is deeply rooted in 
national psychology. This frame 
of mind has been scorned as fit for 
slaves! It is indeed a cago where 
the learning of philosophers 
put to shame by the insight of the 
imple-minded. Conquerors should 
remember that the greatest vic- 
tories in history have been won by 
the unarmed—by the Christian 
confessors, whom the Emperors 
sent to the lions: by the “‘old be- 
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lievers"’ of Russia who went to 
Siberia, and to the flames. for 
their "unyielding faith; by _ the 


Russian serfs who preserved their 
human dignity and social cobesion 
in spite of the exactions of their 
masters; by the Italians, the Poles, 





and the Jews when they were 
trampled under foot by their 
rulers. 


It is such a victory of the spirit 
that Tolstoy had in view when he 
preached his doctrine of non-resist- 
ance. And I do not think that 
even a German on the war-path 
would be blind enough to suppose 
that Tolstoy’s message came from 
a craven soul. The educated middle 
class in Russia has, to a certain 
extent, lost the simple faith and 
the religious fervour of — the 
peasants. But it has faithfully 
preserved the keynote of popular 
ideals, It is still characteristically 
humanitarian in its view of the 
world and in its aims, 

‘A book like that of Bernhardi 
would be impossible in Russia. If 
anyone were to publish it, it would 
not only fall flat, but would earn 
for ite author the reputation of 
bloodhound. Many deeds of cruelty 
and brutality happen in Russia 
But no writer of any standing 
would dream of building up = & 
theory of violence in vindication of 
‘a claim to culture. The leadors of 
Russian public opinion are pacific, 
cosmopolitan, and humanitarian, 
to a fault. 

Russia is so huge and so strong 
that material power has ceased to 
be attractive to her thinkers. 
Nevertheless we need not yet retire 
into the deeert. or deliver ourselves 
to be bound hand and foot by so- 
called “ civilized” Germans. Rus- 
sia also wields a sword—s charm 
sword, blunt in an unrighteous 
cause, but eharp enough in the 
defence of right and freedom. And 
this war is indeed our “Befretung- 
rkrieg”—our war of liberation. 
‘The Slavs must have their place in 
the world. And the date of their 
coming of age will mark a new 
departure in the growth of iviliza- 
tion.

FOR BRITONS OVERSEAS, 
To the Editor of the 

“Norra-Curna Datty News.” 

S1r,—1 read with much interest 
your leader in Saturday's issue en- 
tithed ‘For Britons Overseas.” 
Towards the beginning you quote 
from the letter of the Earl of Sel- 
borne and Lord Aldenham, “for 
many years p a Lag! has been 

ining ground among Britons over- 
Les that they should take a share, 
a permaneat and more solid share 
than that represented by charitable 
subscriptions, in the burden of Em- 
pire, and that, as an outcome of 
this, « new league has been formed 





‘The object of the league is to 
collect money which “‘ the Admiralty 
have consented to apply to one of 
the larger ships now under con- 
struction, or to an addition to @ 
class of cruisers... .”. 

Tt seems to me that the collection 
of this money approaches very near- 
ly to “‘ charitable subscription.” 

‘The provision of a fleet sufficient 
to protect the British Empire is 
matter which concems vitally every 
Briton. It is a duty on the British 
Government to make provision to 
meet all such requirements. It is, 
of course, also # duty on the various 

te of the self-governing 
colonies to see that adequate sup- 
port is given in attaining this end. 
It is, further, a duty on every Bri- 
ton resident outside the British Em- 
pire to assist in providing their 
moiety towards the up-keep of the 
British fleet. 

It is a duty and not a voluntary 
and charitable act. 

To assist a person or government 
in the performance of a duty, which 
is not outside the powers of such 
person or government, tends to 
pauperization, and to destroy their 
sense of moral obligation of the per- 
formance of their duties. 
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If the Patriotic League of Britons 
overseas should provide, what you 
suggest is a possible sum, £3,000,000, 
that would be sufficient to construct, 
arm and equip one of the latest 
type of battleship. Doss anyone 
suggest that such a battleship 
would be in addition to the ordinary 
programme of the Government? I 
think we may be quite certain that 
the Government would accept the 
contribution with thanks, and would 
then cut down the official pro- 
gramme by one. The net result 
would be the assistance of the 
Government in the performance of 
s duty—in fact the pauperization of 
the Government—without any ac- 
tu! addition to our fleet. 

Thave said above that it is a duty 
for every Briton outside the Empire 
to make provision for its safety. 
If the committee of the above lea- 
gue had taken it upon themselves 
to urge the Government to adopt 
@ scheme by which those Britons 
outside the Empire should pay, 
what every Briton at home has to 
pay in proportion to his income, an 
income tax, then the provision of a 
battleship could be made by those 
on whom the duty of providing for 
the safety of the Empire is laid, 
namely, the Government. 

An income tax levied on Britons 
overseas is an essentially just and 
reasonable contribution to the ex- 
penses of the upkeep of all the 
machinery, naval, military and di- 
plomatic, by which Britons overseas 
are protected. 

The levying of the tax would be 
just as simple as it is at home 
where every man has to make a 
statutory declaration of his income. 
The machinery for collecting it 
would be much in the same cate 
gory as the present rather ridioul- 
ous levy of two dollars for regis- 
tration as a British subject. 

In this way one would avoid 
what I would class among charit- 
able subscriptions, viz. donations 
by Britons overseas, and a long 
postponed but very’ just contribu- 
tion would be made to the resour- 
ces of the British Empire.

Sin,—One cannot help feeling 

fully in agreement with a “Patrio- 

tie Briton’s” view that Britons 
overseas would cheerfully support 

a scheme whereby they would be 

contributors to the war burdens of 

Great Britain, by taxation rather 

than by voluntary subscription. The 

latter would no doubt find the same 
proportion of generous support that 
has been accorded to various chari- 
ty subseriptions, and from the 
same people, many of whom are 
probably already great sufferers 
from « pecuniary point of view, 
owing to the war. Regular but 
compulsory aid from all, including, 
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the “rich but careful, 
of more material help to the mother 
country than the most enthusiasti- 
cally supported voluntary lis 

The question of how such taxes 
could be fixed is not, however, 80 
easy of solution, for it is obvious 
that British taxes cannot be apiptied 
to Britons over-seas who are not 
resident in Colonial possessions, if 
they cannot be made equally appli- 
cable to those who live in such 
self-governing Crown possessions. 
The latter's own taxations are for 
the maintenance of their own ad- 
ministration, and residents outside 
those administrations could not be 
called upon to contribute to their 
support. 

It would appear, therefore, that 
the first step must be taken by the 
Colonies themselves, if they wish to 
help the mother country, in provid- 
ing such surplus taxation as would 
provide, say, interest and redemp- 
tion upon a certain amount of Bri- 
tish treasury bonds, it being » mat- 
ter for the consideration of each 
Crown Colony or Possession to 
name how much of such bonds they 
would subscribe to. The Britons 
resident outside such self-governing 
possessions could then be attached, 
as far as this taxation was concern- 
jed, to the possessions nearest, A 
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sufficient weight of opinion favour- 
able to the latter, on the part of 
the over-seas Britons outside of the 
Crown possessions, would no doubt 
strengthen the Government’s hands 
considerably, in finding, in conjunc-

the Mixed Corps, the Model Bri 
gade, and other regiments in Peking 
have’ been going there to worship. 


The Business Tax. 
The taxation of certain kinds of 
business and trade has been keenly 
discussed by the two Chinese Cham- 
bers of Commerce in the Bettle- 
ment and at Nantao. As 
shown in the regulations, the Gov- 
ernment wishes especially to tax 
business in foreign goods or in 
articles of Juxury, which busines 
mostly done in the foreign sett 
ments, with scarcely one per cent. 
transacted at Nantao. The Cham: 
bers think that such a tax. should 
be imposed first in the nottlements 
instead of at Nantao. 


Land Demarcation and Tax. 

Messrs, Yao Hsi-kuang and Hu 
Chun have submitted to the Bureau 
of Land Demarcation the suggestion 
thi the Government should first 
appoint officials to survey and map 
out the land, and then authorize the 
gentry and local officers to. re- 
measure all cultivated land, both 
works to be completed in seven 
years; that the cost is estimated at 
335,000,000; and that a branch office 
for land demarcation be estab! 
in the yamén of every provincial 
governor who should be appointed 
associate-director in this gigantic 
Project. 

A few days ago, the Minstry of 
Finance telegraphed to the’ 
provinces, asking for _opin- 
ions to the Ministry’s 
proporal to levy from 10 to 30 
cash per mow as additional tax on 
land. Several provinces have replied 
saying that the remeasuring of land 
has already roused popular suspi- 
cion, that an increase in Jand tax 
at this juncture would only 8- 
gravate popular ill-feeling without 
any certainty of success, and 
they dare not consent to the pro- 
posal. ‘ 

The Government has sent # cit 
cular telegram informing the pro- 
vinces that increase of the land-tax 
and remeasuring of land are two 
different matters, hence the superior 
officials of the provinces must 10! 
oppose the latter step under pre- 
text of protesting against the form

‘The Amnesty. 
Wang Chin-fah, ex-Tutuh of Shao- 
hsing during the revolution of 1911, 
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it was alleged, was also involved 
in the rebellion of 1913, an the Gov- 
ernment issued » circular order for 
his arrest. On the publication of 
the order granting an amnesty to 
all rebel followers on New Year's 
day, Wang petitioned the Military 
Governor offering to render service 
in expiation of his offence. The 
Military Governor ordered that 
Wang report himself to the district 
officials of his native town. Wang, 
fearing that he might fall into the 
clutches of detectives if he left 
Shanghai, succeeded in obtaining 
the help of Admiral Tseng and Gen- 
eral Chu Jui of Chékiang who joint- 
ly laid his case before the Central 
Government and deputed an officer 
and some troops to protect and 
escort him to Peking. 
It is reported that Wang has been 
pardoned and allowed to return to 
Shanghai, at which port he arrived 
on Friday evening. 

‘The Society of Assassins. 

Several days ago, Fa When-lung 
and Yang Chao-chi, officers of the 
Intelligence Office of Peking, cap- 
tured two members of the Society 
of Assassins, both armed with pis- 
tols, at the Hankow station of the 
Peking-Hankow Railway. 
spoke the Hupeh dialect, 
one of their trunks twenty-four 
bottles containing medicinal water 
were discovered, together with cer- 
tificates of appointment signed by 
the rebel leader Chan Ta-pei. They 
stated that they were ordered by 
Chan Ta-pei to carry out the assas- 
sination of Government officials at 
various places, and were promised 
@ reward of 83,000 for the murder 
of an official of high rank, and re- 
wards between 8500 and $300 
for each of the dotective of- 
ficers put to death, accord- 
ing to their rank. Owing to 
the loud report which a pistol would 
produce when fired, the medicinal 
water was to be used in the com- 
mission of the murders. Mr. Yang, 
Chief of the Intelligence Office, had 
the water in these bottles analysed, 
and it was found to be very poison- 
ous. He has therefore caused a 
circular notice to be telegraphed to 
the provinces, a copy of which has 
reached the local authorities, 

Godown Hands’ Dispute. 

With regard to tho “piling” 
coolies’ strike for higher wages, the 
Osaka Company has conceded an 
se of 81 per 10,000 pieces of 
cargo handled. Most of the other 
companies, however, have engaged 
new head coolies or contractors and 
dismissed those responsible for the 
agitation. They have requested 
the police to arrest and charge the 
dismissed coolies if they seek to in- 
timidate the new hands

Collectors. 
A law providing for the 
encouragement and _ punishment 


of officers in charge of the collecticn 
of taxes is being drafted. Accord- 
ing to the draft law, all tax-otiice 
directors, who have managed to col- 
lect an’ amount exceeding that 
officially fixed for the year by ten 
per cent., shall retain th 
those who can show an inc 
twenty per cent. shall ha 
rit” recorded for them; those 
raising the revenue by thirty per 
all receive promotion; and 
those with increases from forty to 
fifty per cent. to their eredit shall 
priority in being appointed 
wee prefects; in cases in 
addition to receiving a portion of 
the extra revenue as their bonuses. 
Those who show poor results will 
be punished, that is, whoever col- 
lecta an amount falling ten per 
cent. short of the officially fixed 
amount shall have a “demerit” re- 
corded against him; jf twenty per 
cent. short, promotion will be can- 
celle thirty per cent. hort, 
retention in office will be disallow- 
ed; and if forty or fifty per cent. 
short, the delinquent will b> dis. 
missed the service and compelled to 
make good the deficiency. 


Two Shanghal Men Pardoned. 
i Ping-shu, who was Pret 
dent of the Civil Guardemen Corpe 
during the 1913 rebellion and, coer- 
ced by Chen Chi-mei, called on 
Admiral Tseng Jucheng and Ad- 
miral T. 8. Lee twice, demanding 
that they withdraw from the Arsen- 
al to save the horror of a war, is to 
return to Shanghai, After the 
fighting which took place and Chen 
Chi-mmei’s defeat, Mr. Li went to 
Soochow, and from there pro- 
ceeded to Japan. Mr. Li was 
on very cordial terms with the gen 
try and merchants of this port dur- 
ing the several years he spent here.

In 1904, when H.E. Chang was 
transferred as Acting Viceroy at 
Nanking, Mr. Li was deputed to be 
Secretary of the Shanghai Arsenal, 
for his service in which office, he 
was restored to his old rank and 
office at the recommendation of 
Viceroy Jui Cheng, then Viceroy of 
Liangkiang. His great service dur- 
jing the Glorious Restoration is also 
mentioned by the petitioners who 
believe that Li’s default in the 
rebellion was the result of coercion. 
The Ministry of Home Affairs has 
granted permission for Mr. Li to 
return and surrender himself to the 
Military Governor of Shanghai, the 
warrant for his arrest having been 
withdrawn. Mr. Li will return here 
sometime in March next, 

Mr. Shen Man-yun was also ser- 
iously involved in the ri 
He was wanted by authorities 
because he had supplied funds to 
Chen Chi-mei for military purposes. 
He changed his name to Ho Teh- 
chang and went to Manchuria last 
spring to manage an industrial en- 
terprise. Huang Hsing and Chen 
Chi-mei each gave him 85,000 for 
initial capital, with the intention of 
obtaining the co-operation of some 
anese capitalist after which 
mining operations and the erection 
of a woollen-weaving mill were to 
be taken in hand. But, unfortunate- 
ly, the project had not proceeded 
very far when the European war 
broke out. The report that 
Mr. Shen had died at Harbin turn- 
ed out to be false. The other day, 
Mr. Shen telegraphed to his rela- 
tive, Mr. Chou, of his willingness to 
swear before the Military Governor 
of Shanghai that he (Shen) would 
never concern himself in any rebel- 
lious plot, if he were granted a 
pardon, Admiral Tseng has con- 
sented to permit him to return here 
‘and arrange matters with him in 
person. A telegraphic reply to this 
effect has been sent to Mr. Shen, 
who is now still at Harbin with hi 
family. 

Opium Shops in French Concession,

Missing Detective. 

Some time after the abortive at- 
tempt at a second revolution, the 
Government, despatched seven de- 
tectives of high rank to different 
parts of the country to trace and 
arrest renowned rebels, as was re- 
ported in the Press at the time. As, 
up to the preeent, nothing has been 
heard from or of either of these 
officers, the Government has become 
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uneasy about their fate, although 
it would seem hardly likely that all 
them could have been made 
away without anything being known 
to the public. The Government has 
issued @ circular order to the pro- 
vincial authorities to make inquiries 
about the missing men and submit 
reporte ae soon a8 possible. 


‘More Penitent Rebels, 

General Niu Yung-chien, who 
wae an M. A. of the Ching dynasty, 
wae the real leader of the rebel 
force that engaged the Government 
troops at the Arsenal in a protract- 
ed and bloody struggle lasting 
several days and nighta during the 
summer of 1913. He and his family 
lived in the Machiao Village, south- 
weet of thie district, In 1894, he 
established a school at his house 
to educate the people in military 
subjects, wherein he preached the 
doctrine of revolution also. ° At one 
time his disciples numbered between 
200 and 300. At the outbreak of 
revolution, he assembled his pupils 
together and other followers and 
inaugurated @ military administra- 
tion at Sungkiang, assuming the 
Cominandership himself. 

Although he and Chen Chi-mei 
belonged to the same party, the 
Tungménhui, yet Niu had on several 
occasions expreased strong disap- 
proval of Chen’s behaviour owing 
to the inconsistent policy pursued 
by the latter, who also liked to 
mingle himself with low associates. 
An open rupture between them was 
narrowly prevented by the timely 
intervention of Mr. Li P’ing-shu and 
Li’s nephew. In the last rebellion, 
Chen styled himself Commander-in- 
Qhief of the “ Punish Yuan Army,” 
but Niu raised his own independent 
standard, wishing apparently to 
supplant Chen. When the rebellion 
failed, Niu retreated first to Woo- 
sung, then to Kating, and at length, 
when his followers had deserted 
him, had to go to Japan alone. 
His residence in Carter Road was 
transferred somewhere else through 
the good office of a friend. The 
rumour that he had accompanied 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen to France, which 
was current Jast summer, was utter- 
ly unfounded. Niu’s whereabouts 
has, so far, been kept very secret; 
but it is known that he has main- 
tained communication with the world 
through @ certain dry-goods store in 
Foochow Road, and that his famil; 
interesta have been well looked 
after by a relative. Upon reading 
the amnesty order of the President, 
General Niu addressed a telegram 
from Yokohama under date of 
January 17 to Field Marshal Feng 
Kuo-chang of Nanking, offering his 
services and declaring that he is 
willing to support the Central Gov- 
ernment and to assist the lasting 
development of the democratic 
policy. General Féng has forward- 
ed his offer to Peking. 

The family of Mr. Ho Hai-ming is 
still staying at Hongkew of this 
port, in very poor circumstances 
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and trying to eke out a living by 
hand work. Mr. Ho has entrusted 
the care of his family to an ex- 
editor of a rebel newspaper now 
suppressed. But the ex-editor has 
been himself in a precarious condi- 
tion, a warrant having been issued 
for his arrest by order of Admiral 
‘Tseng who took exception to certain 
reports appearing in his paper, 
very defamatory to the Central 
Government. When the repatria- 
tion of rebels was in full swing, he 
went to see Lieut.-General Tu, the 
Chief Director, several times beg- 
ging him to send him home, but 
without avail because he had never 
been in the position of a military 
officer, and is not entitled to be 
treated as such. 

Ho Hai-ming himself is now edit 
ing the ‘“Kuominjihpao” in Tokio. 
‘As making a living goes he is 
comparatively quite comfortable. 
But he also wishes to avail himself 
of the magnanimous offer of the 
President, as he has sent his friend, 
the ex-editor, a letter in which he 
says he is willing to swear repen- 
tence and allegiance to the Republic, 
and if he can get the permission of 
the military governor, he will re- 
turn to Shanghai and’ sign the ne- 
cessary documents. He requests 
his friend to submit a petition to 
Admiral Tseng so as to ascertain 
whether he can regain his liberty or 
not. : 

Mr. Huang Fu whose courtesy

Some of 
his relatives have petitioned Gener- 
al Feng and the Minister of Home 
Affairs to grant him a pardon. But 
General Feng has rescripted that as 
the subject mentioned in the peti- 
tion concerns Huang Fu alone, 
nobody else should act for him; 
Huang Fu must surrender himself 
at the yamén of the Chiangchiin,

The Presidential Election Law. 

The Shanghai Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce has issued a circular, 
stating that it has received a tele: 
gram from the Constitutional Con- 
ference, informing it that a lantern 
procession has taken place in Peking 
and that celebrations of one kind 
or another have or will take place 
in various places in the provinces, 
to show popular enthusiasm at the 
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enaction of the Presidential Ele 
tion Law. A meeting in oelebra- 
tion of this law was held at Chang 
Su-ho’s garden at 3 p.m. on Jan- 
uary 26.

Wotes trom Peking. 

The sale of premium bonds ap- 
pears to be going on apace, the 
Ministey of Finance having received 
several requeste for an increase in 
the original number of bonds aseign- 
ed to the different provinces, 
Honaa which applied originally for 
240,000, and Hupeh for 1,400,000, 
have each asked for 100,000 addition- 
al bonds, while Fengtien and Hei- 
lungkiang which wanted 200,000 and 
100,000 at first, respectively, have 
each applied for 50,000 more. The: 
total number of bonds already 
placed with and accepted by the 
Provinces is 9,400,000. 

There will, shortly, be some re- 
form, or rather reversion to old 
styles, in the ceremonial or court 
dress for civil officials, reports 
Peking telegram. The specially ap- 
pointed officials are to wear red 
robes, those appointed by the Pre- 
sident in the ordinary way purple 
robes, those appointed by him upoo 
recommendation green robes, and 
those appointed or deputed by high 
officials blue robes. Ladies sball 
attire themselves in the same colour 
as their husbands, Some Ministers 
are advocating the aduption of cir- 
cular designs to be embroidered oa 
these robes, so that the number of 
embroidered circles may distinguish 
the rank of the wearer, that is, the 
more circles, the higher rank. 
This reform is based upon the cur 
tom of the Tang Dyasty. 


Native Exports Locked Up. 

Since the commencement of the 
European war, it has been thought 
possible for the Chinese merchants 
to develop their export trade in 
native products. Mr. Liang Shib-yi 
Director-General of the Bureau of 
Taxes, has appointed a deputy to 
Shanghai whose special duty was to 
persuade the Chinese to make an 
effort in this direction, and to a 
certain to what extent China’s ex- 
port trade has been really affected 
5 a result of the European strug: 
gle. He has now completed his 
investigations as to the quantities of 
native cargoes for export locked up 
in Shanghai and elsewhere, or as 
nearly as he can compute them 
from the information at hie die 
posal.

Other Repentant Rebels. 

Since the publication of the order 
granting an amnesty to rebels and 
empbasizing that they will be treat- 
ed precisely as ordinary citizens, 
ex-rebel leaders at various places 
appear to have availed themselves 
of this opportunity to regain their 
Jost liberty. Accounts of the offer 
to surrender by several leaders of 
some prominence have been re 
produced. But ae the number of 
such cases is on the increase, only 
those concerning rebels more or lees 
known to this port will be cited. 

Hsu Wei.i, once on the staff of 
Pah Wen-yu, was arrested and 
thrown into prison by order of Ad- 
miral Tseng some time during 
last autumn. His father bas sub- 
mitted a petition to Admiral Tseng 
to pray for hia pardon. In the peti- 
tion the father says that he was 
the junior magistrate of the Feng- 
hsien district under Sungkiang when 
the revolution broke out; that he 
retired thereupon and had taken no 
interest at all in politics since then. 
His son, Hou Wei-i wae a graduate 
of the Military College of Ching- 
kiang. After graduaton, he went 
toa regiment at Peking for practical 
training, When Li Ching-hsi was 
Viceroy of Yunnan, his son was 
transferred to Yunnan for service. 
At the end of 1911, his son returned 
home on leave, and indiscreetly ac- 
cepted an appointment on the staff 
of Pah Wen-yu through the intro- 
duction of friend. Prior to the 
outbreak of the rebellion in 1913, 
his son had tried to dissuade Pah 
from joining it, but in vain. As his 
eon was a “ suspect,” he was caught 
‘at Shanghai on September 19 last 
year, and after trial was sentenced 
to imprisonment-of the first degree 
by the judge of the Military Court 
at the Arsenal. 

The father in his petition then 
assures Admiral Tseng of his son's 
repentance and quotes the Pre- 
sidential Mandate in asking for his 
pardon. He is willing to sign a 
bond offering his whole family to 
be punished in case his son should 
prove recalcitrant in future, etc. 

Wang Ying+tsai, native of Nan- 
siang, was a school master at Shang- 
hai for several years. He was elect- 
ed Chairman of Educational 
Section in the Chinese Merchants’ 
Volunteer Corps, and he assisted 








Mr. Li Ping-shu in the execution of 
many of his official duties During 
the revolution, he was on the staff 
of Chen Chi-mei, and it was he who 
drafted the declaration of indepen- 
dence in the name of various public 
bodies in i. He was the 
right-hand man of Chen Chi-mei. 
After the suppression of the rebel- 
lion in 1913, he was constantly in 
fear of losing his life, living quietly 
at his birth-place Nanziang, and 
scarcely daring to show himself at 
Shanghai. Only recently, when he 
found himeeli reduced to a state of 
abject poverty did he proceed to 
Japan, where he obtained the help 
of Mr. Li Ping-shu in securing a 
place as teacher of Chineso in a 
Japanese school. Wang is nearly 
fifty years of age and some Chin- 
ese ‘students in Japan have 
sent a joint petition to the Chiang- 
chun of Nanking and the Military 
Governor of Shanghai, praying 
them to forgive him, and pointing 
out that at his age, it appears 
scarcely likely that he will jain any 
wild-goose chase again.

SHANGHAI FIRE 
BRIGADE WORK. 


THE CONSTANT PROBLEM OF 
FIRE PREVENTION. 


The excellent work which is be- 
ing done just now by the Fire 
Brigade gives occasion for refer- 
ence to some points of interest in 
connexion with past services and 
future development, 

One of the most satisfactory fea- 
tures of the work, upon which the 
various companies and Chief Officer 
Pett are to be congratulated, is 
the marked decrease in fire losses 
during the past three years. In 
1912, the losses by fire exceeded 
Tis, 1,000,000. In the following 
year, the figure had been brought 
down to Tis. 724,000, and the total 
for 1914 was Tis. 318,175, a de- 
crease of Tis 406,290. This de- 
crease was not due to a decrease 
in the number of fires, the “calls” 
rising from 115 in 1912 to 151 last 
year. It has also to be observed 
that Inst year, of the totnl loss one 
fire alone, that at the works of 
Messrs, Hall & Holtz, was respon- 
sible for Tls, 200,000, more than 
half the total for the year, while 
in the preceding year, the fire at 
Ewo Cotton Mill absorbed Tis. 
*00.000 of the total loss of Tls. 750,- 
00 thece fiures showing that the 
losses in the numerous other fires 
were kept down to the minimum. 

The question of fire prevention 
in Shanghai is a very difficult one 
to meet, particularly in regard to 
Chinese buildings. and it is satis: 
factory to noto that the matter is 
having the attention of a special 
Fire Commission. Now that build- 
ing operations on a large scale are 
nroecding in all parts of the 
Set‘lement, the opportunity shoul? 
be taken of rendering the building 
bye-laws more stringent in the mat: 
ter of preventive measures against 
fire. 

There are features in the build- 
ing of both foreion and Chinese 
houses very unsatisfactory from the 
fire prevention point of view. It 
may be mentioned that in a recent 
fire, the lack of a fire well had the 
effect of adding considerably to the 
aves involved. and the construction 
of the roof. of corruested iron lined 
with tarred felt, assisted the spread 
of the fire and added to the difi- 
culties of the Brigade. 
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Faulty Roofs and Walls. 

It is not suggested that galvan- 
ized iron roofing should be dispens- 
ed wich, but improvements in de- 
sign and the quality of materials 
used are beyond question very 
necessary. Old Chinese houses are 
being demolishd by the score in all 
quarters, but the new houses going 
up are no improvement, for whereas 
the old dwellings and shops were 
constructed with hard wood, light- 
er and more inflammable material, 
such as Oregon pine and Chinese 
fir, is being used in the new build- 
ings. 

The present method of construct- 
ing ceilings and roofs in Chinese 
houses also tends to increase the 
danger of the spread of fire and 
the difficulties of the brigade in 
dealing with an outbreak, fire in 
the majority of cases — spreading 
along the flimsy roof from house 
to house and involving whole blocks 
of houses. 

The present type of “fire wall” 
is also hichly unsatisfactory. In 
‘numerous instances the fire wall has 
been found to be hollow above the 
first floor, and in all parts to con- 
tain timber uprights. The hol: 
low part of the wall is not infre- 
quently used as a receptacle for 
rubbish, and thus it happens that 
the brigade has to spend half an 
hour extinguishing the flames inside 
which is supposed to be a 
protec'ion against the spread of 
fire. It is very necessary that these 
walls should be solid, and be of 
masonry only. 


Settloment's Growing Ne 


The work of bringing the Fire 
Brigade service up to the growing 
needs of the Settlement is con- 
stantly proceeding. Valuabl> work 
has been done wi'h the turn-table 
escape, with its 85 ft, ladder, and 
the motor turbine pump having a 
capacity of 500 gallons per minute. 
Two similar machines of 400 gal- 
lons capacity are on order, but 
when partially completed both 
were “commandeered” by the Gov- 
ernment at Home and converted 
into motor lorries, their speed 
rendering them particularly useful. 
An elretric tender is also on order, 
but its delivery has been delayed 
in consequence of the war. Two 
steam engines drawn by hors» pow- 
er have done service for over forty 
vears, we understand, and the time 
has probably come for giving then 
an honourable retirement, the ten- 
dency now being to make the ser 
vice al complete motor servic 
A valuable improvement has been 
sffected in the matter of hose pipes, 
the use of automatic couplings in 
lace of the old — serew-coupling? 
sfiording a great saving of time 
at fires. The demand for equip- 
ment is increased by the fact that 
two distinct classes of bni'dings 
have to be provided for, and & 
sperial new equipment for Chinese 
buildings is being got together. 
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Hand hose-ree's have been introdue- 
ed, as well as “‘single-jacket” hose, 
for use in the narrow alleyways, 
together with short and light ex- 
tension ladders, 


Fire Calls and Gear. 
Improvements have been made in 
the fire call system, the whole sys- 
tem being now worked through the 
e2ntral offies. The division of the 
two large central fire districts into 
four has also facilitated the loca- 
tion of fire and the answering of 
calls, The speedicst way of mak- 
ing known a fire is to telephone 
number 366, all stations being in- 
formed from the central office. 
Much more use of the telephone 
made than formerly. The street 
fire alarms are not much used. At 
present, there are eighteen street 
alarms, of a somewhat old type, 
and it is hoped in the near future 
that there may be replaced by the 
more up-to-date _“‘close-circuit”” 
system, one of the chief advantages 
of which is that it renders \den- 
tal calls impossible—though of 
course no system can obviate malic- 
ious false alarms. 

Now that a fashion is setting in 
for tho construction of very large 
foreign buildings, it behoves own- 
ers of such premises to equip them 
well with fire appliances, such as 
automatic alarms, and sprinklers. 

Fire Station accommodation is 
also a matter to which attention is 
being given. The Central and 
Honckew stations are crowded out 
with gear, and a much needed im- 
provement will have been effected 
with the completion of the new fire 
station to be erected at the junction 
of Range Road and Woosung Road. 
Plans for this building are now be- 
ing prepared, and it is probable 
the building will be completed be- 
fore the end of this year. The 
site is an excellent one, being con- 

. venient for a very large district 
and covering the rapid. extensions} 
along roads towards the north of 
the Settlement. 

More Firemen Needed. 

With regard to the Fire Brigade 
staff, few will be surprised to hear 
that’ the present staff is fully oc- 
cupied with the increasing amount 
of work, and additions to the per- 
manent staff may be found advisable 
if not absolutely necessary in the 
near future. It mry not be gener- 
ally known that the Companies 
have for some time been below 
strength. The full strength is 
bout eighty, but it stood for some 
time at reventy, and since the out- 
break of war, there have been furth- 
er depletions in the ranks to the 
extent of about twenty men. The 
claims of the Fire Brigade have 
annarently been overlooked im the 
Volunteer recruiting boom, but 
when the need for men becomes 
known, doub‘less a sufficien’ num- 
ber of volunteers will offer them- 
selves for this very popular service. 

Tt may be added that extremely 




































useful work is done by the Chinese 
staff, numbering about 100, their 
duties principally being “damping 
down” fires which have been check 
ed, clearing equipment and repair 
work, a considerable amount — of 
which together with the making of 
new gear, is done at the temporary 
work-shops in Soochow Road.

RAILLESS CARS IN 
SHANGHAI. 


SIDEROADS TOO WEAK TO 
STAND THEM. 

After being in full operation for 
only thirteen days, the system of 
railless cars, begun in Shanghai a 
few months ago by the Shanghi 
Tramway Co., has had to be abai 
doned for the time being, and it is 
problematical when the service will 
be resumed. The only road travers- 
ed by the new cars was the Fokien 
Rord, and-when everything was 
promising well it was found that the 
rord foundations were in such a 
weak state as to be unable to stand 
the weight of the ears. Originally. 
many years ago, the foundations of 
Fokien Road were of broken brick, 
and in course of time this material 
has hecome pulverized, with the re- 
sult that the’ foundations are now 
of mud. The rad being chip-paved, 
the weiht of the cars had the effect 
of foreing the stones down, and for 
this reason the service has been 
temporarily stomped. The only 
chance now is for the road to be 
concreted, and it is hoped that in 
due course it will be rendered suit- 
able for the new traffic. 


A Popular Vehicle. 


There appears to be no doubt that 
the new cars are eminent'y snited 
to the traffic-packed streets of 











Shanghai, and during the thirteen 
days on which they were running 
became very popular. During that 
period about 200,000 passengers 
wero carried, the cars on the streets, 
numbering about five each day. 
There are many features about 
the cars which commend their use. 
In the first place, there is more 
room for other traffic, for in a road 
like Fokien Road, where there are 
*o many richas and carriages, it is 
possible for them to pull up along- 
side the footpath, and also to pass 
round an object which would cer 
tainly be an obstruction to a car 
fixed on its own rails. Another 
important feature is the absence of 
noise, and this applies especially in 
a city like this where windows are 
open to such extent both day and 
night It i 
less car to skid, this being due to 


























the even distribution of weight. 
Tn the usual type of car, the centre 
of eravi high, while in the 





railless car it is low, the weight 
being distributed between the front 
and rear axles. The placing of life 
cuards on the front of the cars 
renders them comparatively safe, 
as has been evidenced during trials 
made in Shanghai. It is not the 
intention of the Tramway Company 
to open up any more routes at pre- 
sent for the new cars, but the 
management is convinced that when 
once they are working nrener'y. 
there is a big future before them.

Admiral Sir Doveton Sturdee,

of Admiral von Spee's squadron. 
‘Tho British are reported w be io 
high give, not so much as to the vie- 
torious outcome of the action, as 
at their success in outwitting the 
Gorman intelligence department, 
whose triumpus have been so much 
lauded, and in bringing up two 
powertul batte-cruisers to reinfore. 
the remnants of «\umitul Cradock’s 
squadron without giving their foes 
any warning of their presence. 

‘Lhese Latt.e-cruisers, 
batul ship Canopus and the armour- 
ed cruisers Curnarvon and Corn- 
wall, and the light cruisers Bristol 
and Glasgow, arrived at Port Stan- 
ley, the seaport of the Falkland: 
on December 7, to coal. The big 
batt.e-cr ‘8 ran into the ba:

locked. Surrounded by high hills, 
they were entirey hidden {rom the 
outside. 

On the morning of the 8th, the

in the offing, accompanied by _ the 
converted merchantman Prinz Eitel 
Frederich, with the evident inten 
tion of taking the Falklands by sur 
prise, and seizing Port Stanley as a 
coaling station for  themsel 
Finding, apparently, only a British 
squadron of five cruisers, none of 
them equal to the German armoured 
cruisers in fighting value, and one 
old battleship on guard, the Ger- 
mans promptly cleared for action. 
and, closing in, opened fire, the 
British cruisers replying. 

The action was already furiou 
and, apparently, evenly contested, 
when out through the narrow har- 
bour entrance came tearing the lone 
grey forms of two great hatt'e- 
cruisers, each with her eight 12:n.

‘Unexpected Men-of-War. 

“(A little later at the mouth of 
the bay we noted two Dreadnoughts 
of the Lion type, 26,000 tons more 
or less, whose presence was un- 
known before. 

“The conditions were magnifi- 
cent. The weather was clear and 
calm.

English Captain’s Story. 

The British squadron went into 
action unexpectedly and so short 
of coal that some of them had to 
burn their boats and everything 
else combustible that could be 
spared, according to details of the 
battle furnished by the captain of 
the British steamship Orissa, 
which arrived at Punta Arenas 
irom the Falklands to-day. 

On the other hand, the German 
ships, which apparently were bent 
on seizing the islands and destroy- 
ing the wireless station, blunder- 
ed into a fatal trap in the belief 
that they had cornered the Cano- 
pus, the oaly vessel of the late Ad- 
miral Cradock’s squadron they 
had not engaged. 

“On the afternoon of the 7 
said the Orissa’s captain, ‘an 
English squadron arrived at Port 
Stanley, Falkland Islands, to take 
vn coal and supplies. It was com- 
mandsd by Admiral Sturdee, and 
consisted of the battleship Cano- 
pus, the battle cruisers Invincible 
and Inflexible, and the 
Kent, Cornwall, 
tol, and Glasgow. The squadron 
was bound for the Pacific. 

“On the morning of the ath, 
while some of the ships were 
Port Stanley taking on  supplii 
and others were 
neighbouring islan 
cruised outside the Roar at Port 
Stanley on guard duty. The crew 
of the battleship made out a war- 
ship nearing the bay.

RUBBER IN !914. 


‘Messrs. Gow, Wilson and Stanton, 
Ld., in their Rubber Market Re- 
port for the year 1914 say — 

It is computed that the world’s 
output of rubber during 1914 will 
have amounted to 107,000 tons, or 
approximately the same figure as 
for the previous year. During 1913 
the production of plantation rubber 
was 46,000 tons, and for 1914 it will 
total about 65,000 tons. Thus the 
East already supplies more than 60 
per cent. of the world’s output. 
During the year fluctuations in 
prices have been less marked than 
in 1913; standard crepe then ranged 
between 4s, 6d. and 1s. 11}d., whilst 
in 1914 the highest and lowest 
figures were 38. and 1s, 11fd. re 
spectively. At the outbreak of war 
dealings in the rubber market were 
at a standstill pending the arrange 
ment of machinery for the settle 
ment of forward commitments under 
the new conditions brought about * 
by the moratorium. Owing to the 
nrompt and energetic steps taken 
by the Rubber Trade Association of 
London, a method had been devised 
to overcome there difficulties by the 
middle of August, and business in 
‘si ot” rubber was resumed under 
almost normal conditions, except 
that auctions had been abandoned 
favour of sale by private treaty. 
Quantities of rubber fully up to t 
average of the first half of the year 
have been easily handled by private 
treaty, and the market values of the 
different grades have been estab- 
lished on a definite basis without the 
aid of auctions. In

President Yuan Shib-kai, after 
having thanked Herr von Hintze, 
the new German Minister to Po- 
king, who presented his credentials 
yesterday, stated that he agrees 
with the Minister's opinion with 
regard to the cultivation of the re- 
lations between China and Ger- 
many in the sphere of culture and 
trade. He promised Herr von 
Hintze that he would lend him his 
support and wished him good 
success in carrying out his duties.

A MODEL RUSTIC CHAPEL. 

Our Kachek (Hainan) correspon- 
dent writes :— 

T have lately spent one week in 
a chapel on the border of the Loi 
country: this chapel, erected entire- 
ly by the local villagers of material 
obtained within a short distance 
from the village, is s0 unique a 
structure that I venture to describe 
it. 

The wood for the supports was 
cut in the neighbouzing forest, and. 
set into the ground: then the bam- 
boos for the roof were tied on with 
rattan, and on these were laid the 
leaves’ of the fan-leaf palm with 
the ragged sides turned back so that 
one sees only the smooth fan from 
the underside of the roof, and the 
ragged streamers are al] on the out- 
side. The walls were built after 
the roof was completed, and are of 
bamboo woven with rattan, and 
plastered over both inside and out 
with a mortar made of red earth 
mixed with rice straw. The floor 
of earth pounded very hard and 
smooth. Not a nail or any other 
imported article in the whole struc- 
ture, which is cool, clean and com: 
modious enough to seat seventy 
people. 
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BRITISH STEAMERS AT 
TSINGTAO. 


JAPANESE GOVERNMENT'S

SMALLPOX AMONG 
FOREIGNERS. 


‘THE NEED OF VACCINATION. 

The opinion prevalent in th 
settlement, that an unusually seriou: 
epidemic of smallpox has broker 
out, is wrong in one sense, right in 
another. 

As a matter of fact, there are 
exceptionally few cases, so far as 
the actual figures show, but what 
must by emphasized is the num 
ber of cases among the comparative 
ly small population of forcigners a: 
compared with the Chinese 

During the weck ended on Sun 
day, five cases among the foreign 
Population of 14,600 were notified 
while among a population of half ¢ 
million Chinese only four death» 
were reported. 

‘The rercentore reveals the grent 
need that exists for vaccinatio: 
amongst foreigners, particularly 
among thore of the poorer classes 
and those who are in daily contact 
with the Chinese. The effect of 
the vaccination crusade by thr 
Health Office with the Chinese 
just making itself felt, and it is 
highly satisfactory to know that as 
compared with a few years ago the 
number of cases has very consider- 
ably decreased. 

We understand that a large pro- 
portion of the foreign cases noti- 
fied are among comparatively new 
arrivals in Shanghai, and this 
would point to the necessity of im 
Pressing upon fresh men the ad. 
visability of getting vaccinated. 
The remark also applies to those 

. older hands who have not recently 
been vaccinated.

AMERICAN INCOME TAX. 
SOME POINTS IN THE NEW 
FORMS. 


By an advertisement 
~“North-China Daily 
American citizens are notified 
that the method of __return- 
ing annual nett income of 
individuals has been revised, and 
that the new form may be had on 
application to the office of the 
Consul-General. 

‘The law providing for American 
citizens to pay income tax was 
passed in 1013, and this is the 
first full year in which it has 
been in operation, The declara- 
tions have to reach the Home gov- 
jernment before March 1. 

‘The form is very similar to the 
previous one, practically the only 
points on which it differs being 
that regarding exemptions and 
the questions which have to be 
answered. The paragraph relating 
to exemptions states 
An. unmarried individual, or married 
dividual not living with’ husband or 
wife, shall be allowed an exemption of 
33,00. When husband and wife live 
together they shall be allowed joirtly « 
total exemption of only $4,000 on their 

regaie iucome, ither husband oF 

may make, sign, and verify a return 
Of their joint’ income, Where husband 
und wife Rave separate incomes they may 
Mane & joint return of such separite in 
‘both subscribing to the return, oF 
e weparate returns of their 
respective incomes, but in no case ball 
they claim or be allowed more than 
24,000 exemption on their aggregate in- 
cones, 

The return has to be made by 
every citizen of the United States, 
whether residing at home or 
abroad, and by every person resid- 
ing in’ the United States, though 
not a citizen, having a nett income 
‘of $3,000, or over, for the taxable 
year. It has also to be made by 
ident alien deriving 
‘any nett income from property 
owned and business, trade, or pro- 
fession carried on in the United 
States, by him. No specific exemp- 
tion is allowed non-resident aliens. 


ST. JOHN'S UNIVERSITY. 


A RECORD OF PROGRESS. ° 

We have received from the Pre- 
sident of St. John’s University a 
copy of the prospectus for the 
academic year. This booklet shows 
what wonderful progress has been 
made since St. John’s College was 
founded in 1879 by the late Rt. Rev. 
8. I. J. Schereschewsky, D.p., Bishop 
of Shanghai. Originally the institu- 
tion was formed by the amalgama- 
tion of two boarding schools of the 
protestant Episcopal Church, in 
Shanghai. The American Board of 
Missions pledged a yearly sum for 
the maintenance of the institution,

The College opened with seventy 
students.

States, The institution grew rapid- 
ly, new buildings were erected and 
in’ 1908 the college was incornorated 
under the laws of the United States 
in the District of Columbia as St. 
John’s University, and ix now, by 
its charter, authorized to confer 
upon its graduates the degrees con- 
ferred by universities in the United 
States.

I have just returned from 
several weeks spent in Vang-neng 
District. The 'ottery business in 
this district goes on with unabated 
vigour. The arrival of the new 
magi te, it is hoped, will put 











more into the efforts to put. 
down this wholesale gambling. 
Poor farmers are selling their 





pigs and cows, and mortgaging 
their fields in the hope of getting 
8 big haul some day: shoppers, go- 
ing to market to buy provisions 
for the family, stake their cash 
and come home to eat rice without 
meat or vegetables: the women of 
one village being asked as to the 














planting of their rice fields rep! 
ed, “No one is interested in plant- 
ing fields, we are interested only 
in the lottery.” Children steal 
cash with which to buy tickets: 
husbands and wives come to blows 
over each others’ losses: trouble is 
caused in clans by the treasurer's 
risking and losing ancestral funds. 
Suicides are numerous: a husband 
slapped his wife, and she, rushing 
out of the house, threw herself into 
a river not far away. Another 
woman having received $100 from 
her husband in Singapore, lost 
$90 and then loaned the remaining 
$10 to her younger brother, ad- 
monishing him that, if he won, he 
was to return home by way of the 
hig gate of the compound: he 
won, but thinking to enhance the 
ood luck for his sister, entered 
the compound by the small gate, 
and went into the kitchen to eat 
his breakfast. The sister seeing 
him, thought of what her husband 
would say when he returned to find 
his savings all wasted, went into 
her bed-room and hanged herself: 
the younger brother found her 
dead when he came to tell her pis 
luck -after breakfast.

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Mr. White-Cooper said he was 
instructed to apply for an adjourn- 
ment.

He was 
instructed that the trustee would 
require about three weeks, and he 
therefore asked for an adjournment 
until that time.

The hearing was continued of 
this case, in which plaintiff sought 
to recover the sum of Tis. 93,402, 
being the difference between the 
agreed price of ten chests of old 
Patoa opium; costs, and such 
other relief as to the Court may 
seem meet. 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson appeared 
for the plaintiff, while Mr. R. F. C. 
Master appeared for the dere~tant. 
The evidence for plaintiff was con- 
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tinued, 8. 8. Somekh being ex- 
amined by. Mr. Wilkinson, He 
stated that he was one of the 
signatories to the combine agree- 
ment. He knew of no  cont-acts 
with the Chinese being cancelled 
about the period in question. The 
market was then in a serious 
state. It was to the interests of 
both foreigners and Chinese that 
the returns made should be full 
and accu . Witness had put off 
all his opium to be cleared by the 
combine. Witness held a power of 
attorney from Mr. Tackey, who 
had ten chests of opium in the 
bank on which he borrowed mney 
amd ten other chests. Messrs. 
Sassoon & Co., Abraham, and the 
Netherlands Trading Co. were 
agents in Shanghai for Messrs. 
Meyer, of Singapore, as well 
Mr, Purton. 

In answer to Mr. Master, wit- 
ness said that although the opium 
trade was bad in 1912 there was no 
reason why a man should not take 
up his contracts; but a merchant 
could not be forced to do so, be- 
cause that would have brought a 
crisis in the market. The opium 
trade got worse between August 
and September. 

B, ©. Sethna was then called, 
and in answer to Mr. Wilkinson, 
said the opium market was in a 
serious state at the time negoti 
tions for the formation of the com- 
bine began. The cancellation of 
contracts at that time would have 
brought on a crisis. Cargoes were 
all high priced, and there had 
been a big drop since September, 
1912. 

This concluded the caso for 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Master briefly opened the 
case for defendant, who was then 
called. He stated that he was em- 
ployed by Messrs, Jardine, Mathe- 
son & Co., Ld., and had charge of the 
storage of opium. He had been 
engaged in this capacity for nine 
years, prior to that being engaged 
as the master of a vessel. Witness 
had been agent for Meyer & Co. 
since 1912. He was away : 
beginning of that year, and 
tnrrine found that his assi 
Y. B. Pang, had entered into a 
thirty days’ contract with Hung 
Ping-kah for the sale of ten cases 
of Meyer Bros.’ opium. Hung did 
not appear to take delivery, but 
upon witness sending him a chit, 
he came to the office and sad it 
wonld not be possible for nim to 
take delivery beeause the market 
had dropped. The market had 
dropped about Tis. 100. Hung 
asked for an extension and witness 
granted him ten days, subject to 
the usual interest of Tls. 15 per 
chest. Witness had to send gain 
for Hung at the end of the ten 
days and he again said he em!d 
not take delivery, and acked for a 
further extension, on the same 
terms as to interest. Witness 






































agreed, saying, not that he had 
written to Meyer Bros., but t* 
he had notified Singapore. Before 
the end of the scvond ten days, 
Hung came back and asked for 
another extension, and ~vitness 
agreed and communicated with 
Meyer Bros. This brought the ex- 
tensions to thirty days.  STung 
failed to appear again in due 
course and witness had to go and 
find him. He said he could not 
take delivery, as the market was 
still down. ‘About the middle of 
November, Hung called at wit: 
ness’s office on another matter of 
business, and he gave the same ex- 
cuse for his inability to take de- 
livery. Witness said: “Tt will 
be better if it is cancelled,” 
whorevnan Hune appeared very 
pleased and said he would br 
cha if the contract was can- 
celled, as the market was getting’ 
worse and worse. The first vitness 
knew about the combine was i the 
middle of February, when he was 
asked to join and then receized ¢ 
circular asking him to make out 
% return. Witness did not under- 
stand the working of thé com. 
hine, and knew nothing about it. 
Messrs, Meyer, to whom he weate, 
did not know’ anything about it, 
but he ‘decided to put their cpium 
in, but he thought he might get 
them into trouble if he put it in 
as “teh chests of unsold erzz0,” 
if the combine found out als wut the 
contract which hnd been canzelled. 
He therefore put it down as “bar- 
gain cargo,” but if he had under- 
stood this would be taken as ac- 
knowledging the continued —exist- 
ence of the contract he would not 
have stated it as “bargain :argo.” 
Witness had never informed Hung 
that the opium was put in the 
combine. Hung called at his office 
in September and said that he 
wanted to take delivery, but wit- 
pointed out that the contract 
had been cancelled. He seemed to 
think that he was still titled 
to the opium, but he did not press 
the matter at all. Witness heard 
nothing more until the matter was

instructed his solicitors to renly 
and — hearing nothing — more 
thought the matter was ented, 
til he received notice that 
proceedings had been inst 

Cross-exmined by Mr.» ilk- 
inson: Messrs, Jardine Matheson 
‘xew that he was selling for Meyer 
Tiros. His appointment by Meyer 
Bros. was confirmed in writing. 
Tle asked them if they wished to 
join the combine, and as far as he 
remembered, they said “Yes.” He 
‘new nothing of the combine _be- 
vond the fact that thines wer: bad 
and the combine micht be able to 
improve them. He did not xnlain 
thet it was Meyer Bros? contract 
and not his own. He did not draw 
inter-t fur vack extension, think- 
ing that the money was good. 
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aeyer Bros. made no cugg:stion 
tbout cancelling the contract. 
‘They wanted delivery and cash. 
Witness did not report on the 
cancellation of the contract, be 
cause the matter was left entirely 
with him. 

The Court adjourned. 

Upon the case being resumed in 
the afternoon, Mr. Purton said ke 
lid not notify Meyer Brothers 
that the ten chests had been can- 
sled because he himself took up 
the contract. He atked them for 
the thirty days’ d lay. There was 
wothing on his memorandum to 
how that the contract had been 
cancelled. Witness said that in 
‘is accounts of combined sales he 
“sad put all down to unsold cargo. 
He did not think anything about 
bargain cargo, and he transmitted 
the money, less commission, ete., 
to Messrs, Meyer Bros. He received 
wire from the Singapore firm ask- 
ing him if the chests had been 
put in the combine, and wit- 
vess replied that they had. He 
never looked upon the chests as 
being bargain cargo at all. He 
rdmitted that if it was really bar- 
vain cargo Singapore was getting 
the advantage of one of the com- 
bine sales. There had been trouble 
‘wtween Meyer Brothers and the 
combine, but it was on account of 
he rules. The combine were en- 
forcing things which were 1ot in 
the rules. 

In reply to further questions put 
‘vw Mr. Wilkinson, witness said 
‘hat on March 20, 1913, he wrote 
to Messrs. Meyer Brothers with 
reference to the chests of Old 
Patna opium, and suggested that 
as the price of opivm was going 
up the chests shon!d he cancelled, 
as in that case bigger prices would 
he_renlived, 

Mr. Wilkinson—How is that you 
came to write that if vou knew 
vou had already called thet matter 
off some time in November 1—I 
rote them for the sake of them- 
solves in the combine. At the time 
T wanted them to have the opium 
as nnsold stock . 

Witness en never allocated 
snvthine to hareain coro: he sent 
: theouch to Sieapore. He 
Vat the obit of the 
: ‘a was ta eet rid of the oni- 
sm, not necessarily at a profit, but 
to save disaster. 

Mr. Wilkinson then read n let- 
tor from the witnres ta Marers. 
Mover Brothers, dated March 20, 
1913, relating to the sale of the 
chests, after which Wilkinson 
aeked: Sunnose neiee hed not 
rane above the hereain vices it 
would have heen to the sAvantage 
af yourself or fo Tnpsnore to 
leave the ten cheets as they weret 
—Yos. 

And hoa all the wachinery 
ta leave it as hareain cargo, No- 
thing more wonld have to be donet 
No. 
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A further letter was read by Mr. 
Wilkinson, dated February % and 
addressed to Messrs. Meyer Broth- 
ers. It referred to bargain cargo, 
and the witness was asked why it 
had not been put in the affidavit. 
Witness replied that he r-ust have 
‘overlooked it. 

Witness admitted that the re. 
quest he received from Tackey, 
asking him for particulars of the 
marks on the opium chests, was a 
Teasonable one as it now "turned 
out. He did not answer the letter 
beeanse he would have had to ac- 
knowledge Tnekey. 

Mr. Wilkinson—But this 
quest, supposing the chests were 
in the combine, was quite a reason- 
able one ?—Yos, but I was not to 
know that. 

After further correspondence 
had been read, witness, in reply to 
Mr. Wilkinson, said that he was 
anxious for Messrs. Meyer Broth- 
ers to be in the defence hecause he 
was their agent. The cancellation

in the pleadings was the one of 
November. 
Mr. Wilkinson—These thirteen 


chests that were to be put into the 
combine so that peace might reign 
between Meyer Brothers and the 
combine, where were they coming 
from? All the opium was in 
Shanghai.--They were coming from 
Meyer Brothers’ stocks held by me. 

Who was going to put them up? 
—Meyer Brothers. The question 
has not been settled, and I under- 
stand it is sti!l in abeyance. 

And still you say that Meyer is 
= member of the combine !—Yes. If 
he was not I could not hold his 
cargo in the combine, 

Mr. — Wilkinson—That 
matter to the combine. They sell 
the opium and there is an end of 
it. If I had been so timple as to 
sue Meyer Brothers I might have 
found that they were not members 
of the combins; that they never ac- 
Knowledged the letter which you 
wrote to them regarding you join- 
ing the combine, and that they 
agreed to the sale at Tis, 3,125 to 
another ‘merchant, might I not 1— 
Yes. 

Did the Bank know that the ten 
chests had been sold 1—Yer, 

Did you ever tell them it had 
been cancelled I—No. 

Witness added that if he had 
agreed to accept the Tls, 72,0°0 of- 
fered him, the merchant would 
have been entithd to take the ten 
chests away. He still had the 
chests. 


In re-examination, Mr. Purten 
saidl there were many more opium 
chests in the godown, and th= par- 
ticular ten were not earmarked in 
any particular way. He made the 
return to the combine on behalf of 
Meyer Brothers, and it was under- 
stood by the combine that he join- 
ed as the agent of the Singapore 
firm. Out of a total of about 160 
chests, 60 or 81 had been sold. 
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The case was adjourned 
next day.

Y. B. Pang, a clerk in Captain 
Purton’s office, gave evidence in 
sunport of the case as stated by 
defendant. He said that Hune 
King-pah agreed to buy ten cases of 
epium for Tis. 3,125, and he was 
informed by witness that the opium 
belonged to Meyer Bros., of Singa- 
ore, for whom Captain Purton was 
agent. Captain Purton became 
very angry when, after the three 
ten-day extensions had expired, 
Hung finally seid he was unable to 
ney for the opium and take delivery. 
Captain Purton at the Inst interview 
said the contract had better be 
cancelled, and Hung agreed. After 
a time, Hung came and applied for 
Aclivery, offering to pay interest un 
to date, but Captain Purton refused. 
vainting out that the contract had 
been cancelled. 

Tn crogs-examination, —_witners 
stid that Captain Purton’s remuner- 
ation as agent for Meyer Bros. war 
Tis. 10 for every chest of onium dis- 
posed of, this sum to include ex- 
nenses. The fami'y of Hung King- 
pah was very well off.

Counsel—Was nothing at all paid 
the opium—no . “differences,” 
interest, or godown charges? 

Witness—Hung had no money to 
nay these things. I did not ask 
his father to pay for him. 

Hung King-pah was recalled and 
awestioned by his Lordship as to 
the interview at which (according 
to defendant's story) he (Captain 
Purton) suegested that the con- 
tract should be cancelled and that 
Hung Kine-nah very readily aersed 
to this. Witness said thet if Cap- 
in Purton had asked him to ean- 
vol the contract he would have 
sereed ty do so with pleasure, but 
“aptain Purton did not do so. Tf 
the contract had been cancel'ed 
witness would have paid interest 
and cotown charves. 

This conclwled the evidence and 
eormsel addressed the Court. 

Counsel for defendsnt said the 
ease was much simpler than had 
heen made ont. It was perfectly 
clear thet Cantain Purten was 
merely acting as agent for Meyer 
Rros.. the contract. therefore brine 
a contract between Mover Bros. 
and Hung Kine-nsh. The evidence 
was also clear that the contract was 
crneslled. The actual ten chests 
contracted for and to be taken from 
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number of chests lying in the go- 
down had never been selected for 
delivery, and therefore, counsel 
submitted, no property in’ them had 
passed. Hung King-pah having 
failed to take delivery, it was open 
to Captain Purton to declare the 
contract carcelled, and even to treat 
the contract as cancelled without 
siving formal notice of this. Coun: 
sel further contended that “specific 
performance " could not be claimed 
on unascertained goods, and. if 
Hung King-pah had wished to make 
a claim upon failing to get delivery, 
he could only have brought an 
retion to recover damages. Such a 
right to damages could not be as- 
siened to Tackey. 

The hearing was at this point ad- 
journed until next day.

Counsel for defendant, continuing 
his speech, dealt further with his 
contention that plaintiff had no 

ight to sue, and went on to argue 
shat Hung King-pah had no right to 
sue for specific performance of the 
contraet, but only to bring an action 
for damage: 

His Lordship at this point obser. 
ved that it was distinctly material 
to consider what the delivery order 
was exactly, 

Counsel contended that the deli- 
very order did not consist in a 
tangible right, being only a part of 
the contract. It did not make the 
holder any the more entitled to de- 
livery than the contract itself did in 
the circumstances of the case, 

His Lordship—Your argument 
comes to this: if you want to assign 
aright under acontract, you must 
issign that right before there hax 
been a breach of the contract. 

Counsel next dealt with the point 
as to whether the ten chests of 
spium were specified, or “ascertain- 
d,” and contended that no ten 
chests were picked out and set aside 
to be allocated to the contract: no 
appropriation took place, and no 
property in them passed to the 
buyer. 

Counsel for plaintiff then address- 
~d the Court, and first dealing with 
the question as to whether or not the 
goods were “ascertained,” said that 
they had always been clearly ea 
marked, the only “bargain carg 
stated in the particulars given to 
the combire being the ten chests 
sold to Hung King-pah. The latter 
knew quite well that the ten chests 
would be put in the combine, and 
that it was advisable to do and 
there was no need for consulting 
him about doing this. It had not 
been proved that defendant was 
agent for Meyer Bros. Had Meyer 
Bros. been sued, the defence would 
10 doubt have been that Mr. Purton 
was not their agent, and that he had 
exceeded his authority in joining 
the combine. The assignment from 
Hung King-pah to Tackey was a 
complete and full assignment of all 
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consideration. 

The hearing was further adjourned 
until next day. 

Jan. 23. 

Counsel for plaintiff, continuing 
his addrees, said that in the event 
of the decision being given in favour 
of plaintiff, specific performance of 
the contract would be the most ap- 
propriate remedy, as it would secure 
the rights of the two people before 
the Court and obviate the grave in- 
convenience which otherwise would 
be caused to other parties concern- 
ed. Counsel dealt at length with 
thé question of “ascertained” goods. 
and the law of assignment, arguing 
amongst other things that, the as- 
signment in this crse being com- 
plete, the ac'ion conli not be 
brought by the assignor. 

His Lordship—It is a question of 
the differenrs between arsicning the 
right to litieate and the right to 
recover what is due toa man by 
law. 

Counsel dealt with the contention 
that bresch of the contract had 
neutralized the right to an action, 
saying that the breach was not 
fins] and that the contract had not 
been set aside. Part of the con- 
tract still remained to be verform- 
ed. He concluded by asking for 
judeoment for specific rerformance 
of the contract, a6 modified by the 
combine arreement. 

His Lordship reserved judgement.

Rex (8.M.C.) v. B. 0. Courtenay. 

R. C, Courtenay, single and des- 
cribed as unemployed, living at the 
Hotel des Colonies, was charged 
with having, on December 1, 1914, 
at Shanghai, being entrusted by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
Health Department, with the sum 
of $439.30 in order that he might 
pay certain Chinese employees of 
the Health Department, fraudu- 
lently converted the same to his 
own use and benefit. 

Det.-Inspector J. Burnside ap- 
peared on behalf of the Police, the 
accused being represented by Mr. 
J. H. Teesdale. 

Evidence of arrest was given by 
Inspector Burnside, who said that 
when he arrested Courtenay on 
Monday in Szeckuen Road he said = 
“When I left Shanghai on that 











day I was absolutely Shanghaid. I 
am not by any means a teetotaller, 
and when I came to my senses I 
was in Tsinanfu.” 

Mr, ‘Teesdale applied for a re- 
mand, and this was granted until 
Friday morning. Bail was fixed in 
the sums of 8250 by the accused 
himself and two sureties of $500 
each.

An Interesting Application. 


An application of more than 
usual interest was made by 
Mr. 8. P. White-Cooper. 


He said it was an appiication on 
bebalf of @ Chinese named Tin. 
King-cheng, and it was a matter of 
urgency in his client's interests. Hi. 
client was the owacr of @ cargo of 
valt which was lying on a ship 
chartered by an American citizen 
named Tenny, who carried on busi 
ness under the firm name of Hansen 
&Co. The firm had not paid to the 
owners of the steamer, the Mitsu 
Bussan Kaisha, the chatter money. 
so they had refused to allow his 
client's cargo to be discharged 
The result was that the cargo war 
lying up river and very heavy ex- 
penses were being incurred for 
lighterage, demurrage and other 
charges, ‘while the Government 
to whom the salt was con 
signed were clamouring for their 
cargo and threatening all kinds of 
claims if it was not delivered. 

He was informed that the firm of 
Hansen & Co. had some difficulty in 
meeting the amount due for the 
charter money, but the sum of 
£5,000 had been deposited with the 
owners, and, if that were released. 























his client would pay the balance 
and in that case the charterer: 
would have their charter money 


paid and his client could get hit 
cargo delivered. He therefore asked 
the Court to have Mr. Tenny sum- 
moned as early as possible to show 
cause why the cargo sbould not be 
Aelivered, the charter money bein 
nrovided by the surrender of the 
Aenosit and the balance being pro- 
vided by his client.

INQUEST. 
Shanghai, Jan. 29. 
Before G. W. Kixo, Esq., Coroner. 
Re the death of J, M. E, Machado, 


deceased. 
‘The inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the death of Mr. J. 


Machado, who died in the General 
Hospital on January 10, was contit 
ued. 


The first witness called was Mrs, 
da Silva, residing at 24a North Sze- 
chuen Road Extension, and sister of 
the deceased. She stated that on 
on Decomber 29 she received a mes- 
sage from her brother asking ber 
to take him to hospital as he was 
suffering from severe pains in the 
head. On the way to the hospital he 
told her that he was in the Astor 
Houss on December 25, drinking with 
other persons. He was sitting on a 
chair near a table when the captain 
of a collier hit him a blow on the 
head. He described it as a “stupid 
joke,” and added that he was afi 
it would cost him his life. The wit- 
ness said her brother had a large 
bruise across the nose. The deceased 
did not tell her who the captain 
was, 

Dr. Billinghurst gave evidence to 
the effect that he saw the deceased 
in the General Hospital on Decem- 
ber 30. He was out of bed and al 
to walk, but he complained of pei 
tent headaches, and there was a dis- 
colouration under the right eye and 
across the bridg> of the nose. On 
January 3 he became delirious and 
died on the 10th instant. There 
had been meninginal haemorrhage 
of the brain, and death was due to 
a compression of the brain from the 
haemorrhage. There was no injury 
to any of the bones of the skull, and 

t would have been unusual for a 
| blow on the head to have caured such 
haemorrhage. A blow on the nose 
was just as likely to cause it. 

Tn answer to the Coroner, Dr. 
Billinghurst said it was possible for 
the discolouration to have been 
caused by the deceased falling for- 
ward and hitting a table, It was 
more likely to have been caused in 
this way than by being hit with a 
swinging door. 

Inspector Reaves said he had had 
charge of the inaniries. He spoke 





























of having played golf with 
jthe deceased on Christmas 
Dav. and there were no 
marks on his face then. He had

since learnt that the deceased left 
the Shanghai Recreation Club about 
half-past six, after seeing the charity 
football match, The next time wit- 
ness saw him was on December 97, 
when they again played golf. He 
noticed that his face was bruised, 
and in answer to questions, the de- 
ceased told him that the injuries 
had been caused by the swinging 
doors at the Astor House, He later 
on said that the handle of one of the 
billiard soom doors had caught him, 
On January 5 witness received a 
message from Mrs, Souza, a sister of 
the deceased, to the effect that 
Machado was dying in hospital, and 
sho explained that the deceased had 
told her 
men were “‘skylarking” in the Astor 
House on Christmas Day. They 
were trying to knock each oth 
hats off, and the captain of a col 
hit him on the head. Witness had 
inquired at the various skating 
rinks, and had learned that the de- 
ceased had not bsen there for some 
months. He had had great difficulty 
in prosecuting the inquiries, and he 
got tho impression from the first 
Astor House boy he asked that he 
knew something about it. Sub- 
sequently he found out that he did 
not. 

In summing up, the Coroner said 
the thanks of the Court were due 
to Inspector Reeves, who made long 
and careful inquiries. He quite 
agreed with the inspector that more 
evidence could have been produced, 
but for reasons unknown to him that 
evidence had bzen kept back. It 
seemed to his Worship that the 
theory which he put to Dr. Billing. 
hurst, and with which he agreed, 
that the deceased received a blow 
which forced his head forward on to 
the table, bringing on haemorrhage 
which ultimately caused his death, 
was a very likely one. He thought, 





















.| too, that the explanation given by 


the decoased as to how he got the 
discolouration across the bridge of 
the nose was quite accounted for by 
the fact that he did not wish to 
to explain that he had been “sky- 
lnrking’” in the Astor House. It was 
quite clear from the medical evi 
dence that he did not get the dis- 
colouration through being hit with 
swinging doors, There had been no 
evidence offered to him beyond that 
to the effect that the captain of the 
collier was the man who struck the 
blow, although in fairness to that 
man he should say that the blow 
was not a vicious one, and was in no 
way given in malice, but during 
rough horse-play. Unfortunately, 
the blow had fatal results, but he 
did not think for a minute that the 
blow was a malicious one. 

His Worship returned a verdict 
to the effect that tho deceased died 
from haemorrhage of the brain as 
the result of a blow struck by some- 
one unknown, in the Astor House, 
and expressed his regret to the rela. 
tives for the unfortunate occurrence,
